The hearing was resumed before the Special Examiner, 
Eobert S. Taylor, at the above time and place.

Thereupon the following proceedings were had, to-wit: 



GEORGE A. STEPHENS, being duly sworn as a witness on 
behalf of the defendants, testified as follows : 

Direct Examination by Mr. McHugh. 

Q. Mr. Stephens, you are president of the Moline Plow 
Company? 

A. Yes. 

Q. How long have you been engaged in the implement 
business ? 

A. Since boyhood. 

Q. The business of the Moline Plow Company has already 
been testified to by Mr. Barber ; so that is in the record. How 
long have you been president of the Moline Plow Company? 

A. Since in the nineties ; I do not remember the year. 

Q. In what capacities have you participated in the imple- 
ment business, generally? 

A. I commenced as a boy in the wood shop; worked 
through the shops into the office, indexing the letter-book, 
which is the preliminary office work, and from that up through 
the shipping, the time-keeping, the billing, the cash, the ledger, 
purchasing agent, secretary, vice-president, and president. 

Q. And in your position as vice-president and president 
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you were in direct touch with the sales and the sales organiza- 
tion of the company? 

A. Always. 

Q. And you have been about the United States a great deal 
in these years in connection with the implement business you 
were carrying on? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And acquainted quite generally through the years 
with implement dealers throughout the United States? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Your business is and has been conducted throughout 
the United States? 

A. Yes. 

Q. There has been quite a change and evolution, if we 
may so call it, with respect to the function and position of 
the local implement dealers throughout the country, has there 
not, from the beginning until now? 

A. Well, they have prospered and become strong, and are 
rather more independent factors today than they were some 
years ago. 

Q. At the beginning the dealer was the representative of 
the manufacturer? 

A. To a very great extent ; in fact we dictated to him very 
largely what he should do with our goods. 

Q. And the development of the trade conditions has been 
the dealer gradually becoming a merchant instead of being 
a representative of manufacturers? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What is the fact as to whether the restrictive provisions 
that were in the old contracts survived the fact and remained 
as dead letters even after the dealers became and were inde- 
pendent merchants in fact? 

A. That is the fact; and some of them remain even to 
today. 

Q. Mr. Stephens, in your judgment, based on your knowl- 
edge of conditions of the implement dealers and their position, 
what would be the effect on the business of the International 
Harvester Company if it should adopt the policy, and attempt 
to enforce it, of saying to these dealers that they could not 
handle the harvesting machinery of the International Harves- 
ter Company unless they took the entire line and handled it 
exclusively ? 

A. We would get more of your trade. 

Q. It would be a losing proposition with the International? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. They could not enforce such a policy? ] 

A. Not successfully. 

Q. Now, throughout all the years you have been in the 
implement business, until the present year, you were not 
engaged in the manufacture and sale of harvesting ma- 
chinery? 

A. We commenced only this year. 

Q. What is the fact, however, as to whether you have gone 
into the business of manufacturing and selling harvesting 
machinery ? 

A. In January we bought the business of the Adriance- 
Platt Company, of Poughkeepsie. ^ 

Mr. Grosvenor: January, 1913? 

The Witness : 1913, yes. 

Q. What is the fact, Mr. Stephens, as to whether you, 
from your knowledge of the implement business, the condi- 
tions under which it is carried on in the United States, felt 
the field was open to do a successful business in the manu- 
facture and sale of harvesting machinery in competition with 
the International Harvester Company and the other com- 
panies that are engaged in it, 

A. We certainly felt that the field was open or we would o 
not have bought the plant. 

Q, You have had the plant only since January of this year ? 

A. Since January, this year. 

Q. What has been your experience with the plant this year, 
as to whether the field was open and your judgment justified ? 

A. Well, this plant had a very large foreign trade, and 
after we bought the plant we invited the foreign manager to 
come over to interview us and become acquainted with us, 
and we also wanted to know him; and after he looked over 
our factory, our line, and went to our branch factories and 
visited them, where we are making other than plow goods, 4 
he said, "With a firm of this kind I undoubtedly will want a 
great many more goods than I have had before. Can you ar- 
range to give them to me?" We told him we thought we 
could, and his first estimate was double that of the preceding 
year. Now with relation to the United States? 

Q. Yes ; I intended to ask about the United States. 

A. We felt that we were very late in coming into the manu- 
facture of this line and there -would not be a possibility of our 
doing very much with the goods this year, outside of the ter- 
ritory which had been served by this firm, meaning tlie onst. 
We found, however, that there was going to be a demand for 
those goods not only in the east but in the wheat countries of 
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the Middle States and the west, and our travelers began to 
sell, and we found that we could sell more goods than we 
could make, and we are in that position of embarrassment 
to-day. 

Q. So that you found the field open to doing a successful 
business ? 

A. Absolutely. 

Q. No obstacles in the path of one going ahead and doing 
business provided he had a good machine and put.it on the 
market properly? 

A. All we have found as an obstacle up to date is our 
inability to make as many goods as we can sell. 

Cross-Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Mr. Stephens, how many years have you been president 
of the Moline Plow Company? 

A. I have not that in memory. It is since my father's 
death. It is a matter that I can give you if you wish. 

Q. I want it approximately. 15 or 20 years ? 

A. Oh, no, not as long as that. 

Q. Ten years? 

A. I should say seven, as a guess. 

Q. Do you know of any company in the United States that 
has started upon the manufacture and sale of binders in the 
United States since the International Company was organ- 
ized? 

A. I know of Deere & Company, across the street from us. 

Q. How long have they been selling binders? 

A. I think they made some last year, that were the first I 
knew of. 

Q. They are the largest manufacturer of agricultural im- 
plements in the United States other than the International, 
after the International? 

A. They are the largest manufacturer of steel plows in the 
world; I think they are the largest manufacturer of agricul- 
tural implements other than the International. 

Q. Then whatever may have been your opinion, or may be 
your opinion, as to the competitive conditions existing 
in the harvesting business, as a matter of fact your company 
did not start manufacturing binders or mowers until Janu- 
ary, 1913? 
A. That is right. 

Q. Which was over ten years after the International was

organized, and not until after this suit was brought; is not 
that correct! 

A. That is correct. 

Q. Now do you know of any company other than Deere & 
Company and yourselves which, since January, 1913, has en- 
tered upon the manufacture and sale in the United States of 
binders, since the International was organized? 

A. I do not. 

Q. You are essentially a plow company, are you not? That 
is, you make tillage implements principally? 

A. We prepare the land, plow, plant, and cultivate, and 
harvest only in a very small instance, that of beets; also we 
make vehicles. 

Q. Your principal line of implements is your plows, is it 
not? 

A. As a trade term, yes. 

Q. What per cent, of your gross business in 1912 was in 
the plows and tillage implements manufactured by you? 

A. More than half. 

Q. Then it is true, is it not, Mr. Stephens, that you have 
your principal competition with the plow companies, that is, 
with companies such as Deere & Company, Rock Island Plow 
Company, Emerson-Brantingham Company, and so forth? 

A. Prior to January. 

Q. How many binders have you sold in the United States ? 

A. I would have to produce those figures. 

Q. Does your company have any business relations of any 
kind with the International? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What are those relations? 

A. We sell them plows for their engines, for Germany, 
and we sell them horse gangs for their trade in Eussia. 

Q. What does your business with the International amount 
to in dollars and cents per year? 

A. That I would have to furnish you. 

Q. Can you state it approximately for the year 1912? 

A. I cannot, because our business with them has not been 
very large ; it has been more experimental. 

Q. Will it be larger for 1913? 

A. We hope so. 

Q. Are there any other business relations existing between 
your company and the International Harvester Company? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What are those? 
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A. We have handled their reapers and mowers and binders 
in California, and I think in Texas and Oklahoma. 

Q. That is, you sold some of the International harvesting 
implements in Texas after that company was ousted trom tne 
state ? 

A. I do not know as to that; I know that we have sold 

them. . -iv, 4.1, T 

Q. Do you have any other business relations with the in- 
ternational Harvester Company? 

A. None that I know of. ■ v • 

Q. During the entire period that you have been m busi- 
ness, plows have been sold to the dealer on a direct sales 
basis, have they not? 

A. Not always. 

Q. Well, they are sold to the farmer on one-term pay- 
ments, aren't they? 

A. Ordinarily. 

Q. Whereas harvesting implements are sold on a commis- 
sion basis, and payment is by installments ; that is the general 
rule, is it not ? 

A. It may be. We do not sell them that way. 

Q. You are not familiar, then, with the way the harvest- 
ing business has been done? 

A. I am familiar by hearsay. 

Q. Is there any line of goods which you manufacture and 
sell in the trade in respect to which you have as large a per 
cent, of the total production as the International has in re- 
gard to binders and mowers! 

A. Not as a line. 

Q. Isn't it a fact that nearly all of the dealers of whom 
you speak as being country merchants, carry the Interna- 
tional binders and mowers? 

A. No; that could not be. 

Q. Have you made any study of the subject? 

A. Only to this extent : I have not studied their business, 
but I know you cannot have a confusion of your goods in one 
town, and there may be towns where there are a dozen dealers. 

Q. I wish you would give me the name of some town at 
which there are a dozen dealers, in the United States. Can 
you name a town in which there are a dozen dealers? 

A. I would think Wichita, Kansas, would have. 

Q. Can you name any other? 

A. Perhaps Fort Worth, Texas. 

Q. Don't you know that the International divides its lines 
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among the different dealers in a town and does not sell its 
lines exclusively to one dealer, as you do ? 

A. I do not know that. 

Q. What is your business in connection with the Moline 
Plow Company? Do you have supervision of sales! 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Have you ever had supervision of sales in that com- 
pany? 

A. Never, 

Q, That is a department that is managed by some one 
else, is it? 

A. That is a department in our instance that is managed 
by Mr. Barber. 

Q. And you have not held yourself out as one particu- 
larly qualified to testify as to selling conditions in agricul- 
tural implements? 

A. I know general selling conditions. 

Q. Well, are you able to state or answer the question 
whether or not the International does divide its lines among 
diiierent dealers in the towns? 

A. Certainly they do^ we do; everybody does. 

Q. Do you sell the same implement under three or four 
trade names? 

A. No. 

Q. If you go to a town where there are four dealers, do 
you give one dealer a plow with one name on it, and give 
another dealer the same sort of plow with another trade 
name, and the third dealer the same sort of plow with still 
another trade name? 

A. I did not refer to selling the same article. I referred 
to this fact: we sell plows to one dealer, wagons to another 
dealer, and perhaps buggies to a third dealer. 

Q. Do you know of any company which has different trade 
names for the same line and divides those trade names among 
the dealers of the town? 

A. No. 

Q. You did not mean, then, to imply by your previous 
answer that you had adopted that policy? 

A. Oh, no ; not selling duplicate lines. 

Q. Well, don't you know it is the policy of the Interna- 
tional to sell what you call duplicate lines ? 

A. No, I do not. 

Q. You are not very familiar with the agricultural condi- 
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1 tions, the implement conditions, the selling of agricultural 

implements, are you? , , ti xa 

A. I do not have charge of our travelers, but I know pretty 
well what is being done throughout the territory. I refer to 

our own goods. j, • i 

Q. Well, you are the first manufacturer of implements 
who has appeared here and has not known that the Inter- 
national divides its lines among different dealers. That is all. 

Re-direct Examination by Mr. McHugJi. 

2 

Q. Do you know of any company that, in the last ten years, 

has entered upon the manufacture and sale of plows in any 

large way? 

A. I do not. 

Q. And the field is open to competition in harvesting ma- 
chinery and in plows alike in this country? 

A. Absolutely. 

Mr. Grosvenor: I wish you would send to me, or send to 
the Examiner in this case, a statement showing the amount 
of business you do with the International, in dollars and 
3 cents. 



Rc-cross Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Who are the fiscal or financial agents of the Moline 
Company? 

A. F. Gr. Allen and C. A. Bannister. 

Q. Who are the bankers from whom you borrow money 
to carry on your business? 

A. Their name is legion. 

Q. Name the principal ones. 

A. I can name the First National of this city, the Chemical 
National of New York, the Second National of Boston. 

Q. Do any of the officers or officials of the International 
Harvester Company own any stock in your company? 

A. Not that I know of. 
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DR. EDWARD A. RUMELY, being duly sworn as a witness 
on behalf of the defendants, testified as follows : 

Direct Examination by Mr. McHugh. 

Q. Dr. Rumely, you were on the stand before? 

A. I was. 

Q. And in a general way then described the business of 
M. Rumely Company? 

A. Tried to, yes, sir. 

Q. I wish to ask you more particularly with respect to 
your business in recent years. The M. Rumely Company has 
been doing business for some years, manufacturing and sell- 
ing implements in competition with the International Harves- 
ter Company? 

A. It has, especially during the last five years. 

Q. What implements has M. Rumely Company manufac- 
tured and sold in competition with the International in the 
last five years? 

A. Five years ago we were selling only threshers, which 
were being dealt in in a small way by the Harvester Company 
at the same time. About four years ago we undertook the 
manufacture of internal combustion engines in place of steam 
engines, and in internal combustion engines the Harvester 
Company was our strongest competitor. 

Mr. Grosvenor: Do you mean by "internal combustion 
engines" the small engines? 

,^ The Witness : I mean traction plowing engines. Subse- 
quently we added stationary engines, cream separators, and 
other articles in which the Harvester Company deals. These 
latter articles were added within the last two years. 

Q. So, the fact is that five years ago, about, you entered 
upon the manufacture and sale of these internal combustion 
engines — 

A. Tractors. 

Q. Tractors — about the time the International Harvester 
Company entered upon the work of manufacturing and selling 
them? 

A., About the same time. Their plant was building while 
our plant was building. 

Q. And since then you have gone into the business of 
manufacturing and selling cream separators and small sta- 
tionary gasoline engines? 



1 
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[ A. We have gone into the business of jobbing cream 
separators and of manufacturing stationary engines. 

Q. Now, how did you find the competition of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company, Dr. Eumely, in these five years, 
with the tractors, and the other years while you were compet- 
ing with them in the other lines, whether it was businesslike 
and fair, or otherwise? 

A. My views on that have changed very materially. Five 
years ago I doubted seriously whether a concern of the size 
of Eumely Company could enter into active competition with 
a unit so well organized and so thoroughly established as the 
' International, and I hesitated for some time to urge our com- 
pany to embark on a policy of expansion; but when we got 
into the tractor business we found that although our principal 
competitor was the Harvester Company we could increase 
our sales materially and find a market for all the stuff we 
could build in the traction engine line. 

Q. Now, what is the fact as to your output of tractors com- 
pared with the output of the International? 

A. Our output has run about equal with theirs in dollars. 
Our engines are a little more expensive, we get slightly 
higher prices for them, and I think the number of engines we 
manufacture may be from 10 to 20 per cent, less than theirs, 
that is, in number of tractors. 
Q. But the aggregate volume of sales in dollars and cents— 
A. The aggregate volume of sales, as far as I can ascer- 
tain is about equal for the two companies. 

Q. So that after going into the work of manufacturing and 
selling tractors in competition with the International you 
kept on a par of equality so far as volume of sales was con- 
cerned ? 

A. We did, yes. 

Q. And how were the sales in these other lines ? 
A. Our sales in the other lines have increased. In cream 
separators we are selling this year probably three and a half 
times as many as we sold last year. In stationary engines 
we have found it easy to build up a market of substantial 
volume. 

Q. Now, Doctor, you sell your implements to the local 
retail dealers throughout the country? 

A. We do. The dealer is an important factor in our 

business. 

Q. You soil in large degree to dealers who handle Inter- 
national Harvester Company's harvesting machinery? 
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A. I sliould say between 25 and 35 per cent, of our dealers j 
are also agents of the Harvester Company. 

Q. Have you found the fact that the dealers were handling 
the International Harvester Company's harvesting machinery 
an obstacle to your selling to them your implements? 

A. We have found them free; we found the dealer 
measured up the price and the terms upon which we would 
sell a tractor and the price and the terms upon which the 
Harvester Company would sell a tractor; and as to the ease 
with which our tractor could be sold; and we had to match 
what we had to offer against what the Harvester Company 
had to offer in the same line, and to that extent naturally it 2 
was more difficult than if there was no other tractor that the 
dealer could get. 

Q. But that was legitimate competition? 

A. We felt so. We have found the fact that the dealer 
handled the Harvester Company's implements no obstacle to 
our inducing him to handle our tractors. 

Q. That is the point. I do not think I got a categorical 
answer to the question I asked a moment ago, Doctor. Take 
the competition of the International as you met it; what was 
the fact as to whether it was businesslike and fair? g 

A. We found it fair, and we have encountered in the three 
or four years no unfair practices that prevented our getting 
the business we desired to get. 

Cross-Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Dr. Eumely, whatever be the character of the competi- 
tion furnished your company by the International, the fact 
is that your company has gotten into serious financial diffi- 
culties in the last year? ^ 

A. That is a fact. 

Q. And they have had very grave problems? 

A. They have had grave problems of the kind that occur 
in every implement business. 

Q. And it is a fact, is it not, that the gentleman who was 
general manager of the International during this period of 
competition you have described, has left the International 
and has now become the president of the Rumely Company? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Has there been any curtailment or change in the 
methods of sale or of manufacture in the Rumely Company 
since the change in the organization? 
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A. No curtailment except sucli as was planned earlier in 
the year, before the change. The problem_ of the Rumely 
Company was that it had increased its business so rapidly 
that its capital did not suffice to swing the larger volume ot 
business, and that necessitated our taking less volume than 
we had started to get. „ 

Q. So, whatever be the character of the competition fur- 
nished by the International, your company has recently de- 
cided upon and adopted a plan of curtailment of its business I 

A. Not looking ahead for a period of two or three years, 
but for the current year, with the adverse financial condi-- 
tions, the company is holding itself within certain limits. 

Q. Then, the fact is that you have adopted a policy ot 
curtailment for the present? 

A. The expression "a policy of curtailment" implies 
something that is to be carried on through a period of time, 
and that is not a fact. 

Q. Well, let us leave out the word "policy". The fact is 
that at the present time you are curtailing and have curtailed? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What are the particular lines of the Eumely Company 
with respect to which you have curtailed the sale ? 

A. Principally the large increase in the number of tractors 
that we had contemplated manufacturing this year. 

Q. You mean these internal combustion engines? 

A. Internal combustion engines, yes. 

Q. Traction plows? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Which you started to manufacture four years ago? 

A. Which we started to manufacture four years ago. 

Q. On your direct examination you stated that when you 
started to manufacture them you found the International 
your principal competitor in that line? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. From your observation in the business have you found 
or learned whether or not the International has curtailed 
its sale and manufacture of traction plows? 

A. The tractor business for all companies, not only the 
International but for all companies, is slow, and all concerns 
manufacturing tractors this year are finding themselves with 
a surplus of tractors on hand, due to the financial condition. 
Little new land is being opened, little new money is going into 
the breaking up of prairies, and that affects the tractor mar- 
ket immediately. 



Dr. Edward A. Rurnely, Re-direct Examination. 13 

Q. In what other things of the Eumely Company has there 
been curtailment in the manufacture of I 

A. The Eumely Company had manufactured a larger 
volume of stuff earlier in the year than in other years, and 
it is closing down some of its plants because it has out the 
year's output. In all other lines we are selling a larger out- 
put and have manufactured a larger output than we did last 
year. 

Q. Do you know whether or not the Eumely Company gets 
any of its loans from any of the bankers who are also lenders 
to the International? 

A. I do not know that directlj', but I presume from the 
fact that the Eumely Company gets loans from the principal 
banks of the country, that are also lenders to other borrowers, 
there might be some banks at which the Harvester Company 
does business with which we also do business. 

Q. Does the Eumely Company have any business relations 
of any character, direct or indirect, with the International ? 

A. The Eumely Company has no business relations, direct 
or indirect, with the Harvester Company. 

Re-direct Examination by Mr. McHugh. 

Q. Then, Doctor, the financial trouble of the Eumely Com- 
pany is due to the fact that you did too much business for 
your resources? 

A. That was the fact. Two years ago the combined com- 
panies — that is, the Eumely Company with the companies 
whose assets were purchased, did $10,5(X),000 ; in 1912, $17,- 
500,000, and we started in to take $24,000,000 of business this 
year, which involved the use of more capital than our com- 
pany was able to command. 

Q. And there was no trouble about being able to sell? 

A. In our experience the easiest end of the business was 
to get the volume. 

Q. Questions have been asked of other witnesses as to 
whether, where two lines of implements other than harvest- 
ing machinery were manufactured, they were sold to different 
dealers in the same town. What do you know about the fact 
in that regard? 

A. We find it necessary to select two and in a few cases 
three dealers in one town and give each a separate line. 

Q. That applies to what implements? 

A. That applies to tractors, threshers, stationary engines, 
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1 corn shellers, and as much of the smaller stuff as we can 
furnish. 

Q. And you have done that throug-hout your — 
A. We have done that for the last two years. 

Re-cross Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Was not one of the troubles of your company the fact 
that you had manufactured a much larger output than you 
could sell, for instance tractors and tractor engines? 

2 A. No. According to the best estimate we have at the 
present time, I presume all the machinery we have manufac- 
tured for the current year will be taken in the current year. 
We manufactured much earlier our tractors than in previous 
years, expecting a big spring trade, which this year did not 
occur in tractors, and which gave us a stock on hand which 
will have to be sold in the fall months. 

Q. Then, one of the troubles was that you had a larger 
stock oh hand, of a verv expensive implement, than you could 
sell? 
o A. That was the case three months ago. Our problem at 
the present time, excepting in tractors, is getting the goods 
fast enough to the field to meet the sales demand. 



CHARLES D. ORTH, being duly sworn as a witness on be- 
half of the defendants, testified as follows : 

Direct Examination by Mr. Post. 

Q. State your name and residence. 

A. Charles D. Orth. 

Q. You are a member of the firm of Hanson & Orth, of 
New York? 

A. I am. 

Q. What is the business of that firm? 

A. Hemp brokers. 

Q. How long has it been engaged in that business? 

A. 11 years. 

Q. Has Hanson & Orth been in the habit of compiling 
statistics of the importation of sisal and other fibres into the 
United States? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. For how many years have such statistics been prepared 1 
by that firm? 

A. They have been prepared by the firm since its incep- 
tion, 11 years ago, and prior to that time, for a period of 
about 25 years, by one of our employes, who was previously 
engaged with another firm of hemp brokers. 

Q. Have those statistics been published? 

A. They have. 

Q. Where? 

A. They have been published by us in the form of monthly 
and annual circulars, and also in various trade journals. 

Q. Have they been accepted in the trade as reliable and 2 
authentic? 

A. I believe they have been the standard in the trade. 

Q. Do those statistics include the importations of sisal 
fibre into the United States? 

A. They do. 

Q. How are the statistics gathered, Mr. Orth? 

A. The statistics of sisal fibre are based upon the ex- 
portations from Yucatan. There is no method of sending 
hemp out of Yucatan except by steamer. We receive from 
Yucatan regularly, each month, a statement of each steamer 3 
which has left the country, for any place. We follow up the 
entire cargo of that steamer to its eventual distribution, to 
some manufacturer in this country or abroad. 

Q. Have you prepared a table based on those statistics 
showing the importations of sisal fibre into the United States 
for each fiscal yea,r ending June 30, from 1903 to 1911, in- 
clusive? 

A. I have. 

Q. Will you produce that statement? 

(The witness hands a paper to Mr. Post, which, after in- 
spection, is returned to the witness.) 4 

Q. What were the importations of sisal fibre into the 
United States for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1903, in 
bales? 

A. 512,894 bales. 

Q. For 1904? 

A. 651,107 bales. 

Q. 1905? 

A. 595,908 bales. 

Q. 1906? 

A. 602,724 bales. 

Q. 1907? 

A. 650,666 bales. 
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1 Q. 1908? 

A. 654,994 bales. 

Q. 1909? 

A. 664,186 bales. 

Q. 1910? 

A. 565,960 bales. 

Q. 1911? 

A. 699,253 bales. 

Q. 1912? 

A. I did not prepare it for that year. 

Q. Are you acquainted with the method pursued by the 
^ customs authorities in ascertaining the amount of shipments 
into the United States? 

A. T am familiar with the methods of the New York Cus- 
tom House in that respect. 

Q. Will you state how the weight of the shipments is 
ascertained? 

A. The weight is taken from the consular invoices which 
accompany each bill of lading issued by any one steamer, both 
of which form the basis of entry at the customs. 

Q. Where are these consular invoices made up? 

3 A. By the shippers in Mexico in each case. 
Q. Is any duty imposed on sisal fibre? 

A. Coming into this country? 

Q. Imported into the United States. 

A. No. 

Q. What precautions, if any, are taken to check up the 
consular invoices at the New York Custom House? 

A. None that I am aware of. 

Q. What weight is given in the consular invoices? How 
is that weight fixed, stated? 

A. As a rule the total weight of the shipment is given in 

4 kilograms. 

Q. How is that translated into English pounds of weight? 

A. In the New York Custom House a thousand kilos, 
which is actually but 2,205 pounds, is taken as a long ton 
of 2,240 pounds. 

Q. Wliat is the effect of the exchange from kilos into 
pounds as to making the Custom House figures larger or 
snialler? 

A. That would result in the Custom House figures show- 
ing about one and a half per cent, greater quantity than is 
actually the case. 
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Q. What ton is used at the New York Custom House! 

A. The long ton of 2,240 pounds. 

Q. The long ton of 2,240 pounds? 

A. Yes. 



C r OSS-Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Please state the amount of importations, according to 
your reckoning, in tons, in the years for which you have 
given the importations by bales, if you are able to do so. 

A. I can do so. I have them compiled here in tons for 
six years out of the nine regarding which I previously testi- 
fied. I could give the tonnage of the other three years in a 
few moments. 

Q. Well, before I ask you that : how do you make up your 
figures? 

A. I have already explained that we make up our figures 
from the cargoes of the steamers which leave Yucatan. 

Q. Where did you get the figures showing of what the 
cargoes consisted, how large they are? 

A. There are a number of exporters in Yucatan who 
regularly issue circulars, monthly circulars, giving each 
steamer which leaves there with her cargo; in addition to 
which there are several organizations there, such as farmers' 
clubs and others, who do the same thing, and all are inter- 
ested in the accuracy of those figures. 

Q. And from what are the consular invoices made up? 

A. The consular invoices are made up by the exporter in 
each case and presumably from his bill of lading. 

Q. You think that the Customs reports show that the im- 
portations are larger than they are in fact. I am asking you 
to explain your statements on direct examination. 

A. I think that the Customs figures are larger than they 
are in fact, in some cases. 

Q. What was the per cent, that you named on direct ex- 
amination 1 

A. One and a half per cent., being the difference between 
the weight of 1,000 kilos, which is actually 2,205 pounds, and 
the practice of the New York Customs House of taking a 
thousand kilos as 2,240 pounds at one long ton. 

Q. Then, you believe that where the Customs has found, 
for instance, 100 tons, it should be 98 V'^ tons? 

A. Yes. 
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Re-direct Examination by Mr. Post. 

Q. You stated that you believed the importations as shown 
by the Customs were larger than the actual importations. 
Have you made any computation as to the difference between 
the Customs and your figures ? 

A. I have. 

Q. What does that computation show? 

A. That computation shows that the imports in long tons 
for the year ending June 30, 1906, were, according to our 
figures 106,509 tons; according to the Government figures 
they were 98,037 tons ; for the same period ending 1907, our 
figures show 104,254 tons, and the Government figures show 
99,061 tons ; for the same period ending 1908, our figures show 
106,729 tons, the Government figures show 103,994 tons; for 
the same period ending 1909, our figures show 108,820 tons, 
the Government figures show 91,451 tons ; for the same period 
ending 1910, our figures show 93,484 tons, the Government 
figures show 99,966 tons; for the same period ending 1911, 
our figures show 117,062 tons, and the Government figures 
show 117,727 tons. 

Q. What is the difference in the amount of tons for the 
years you have mentioned? 

A. For the six years about which I have just testified, the 
Government figures are 26,622 tons less than our figures. 

The Witness : I am not sure whether I was mentally con- 
fused in answering some of the questions which were asked 
upon cross-examination. Might I have that part of my testi- 
mony read? 

Mr. Post: Which portion? 

The Witness: With regard to the difference between the 
weight of 1,000 kilos and its effect on these statistics. 

(The Examiner read to the witness the following question 
and answer : " Q. Then, you believe that where the Customs 
has found, for instance, 100 tons, it should be 98Vo tons? A. 
Yes.") 

The Witness : (After further examination of his figures.) 
I think I have stated it correctly. 
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Re-cross Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Mr. Orth, what size of ton are you talking about in 
your figures 1 I want to get that clearly on the record — the 
long ton, or the short ton? 

A. I have been talking of the ton of 2,240 pounds. 

Q. Do you import sisal yourself? 

A. I do. 

Q. Do you sell some of it to the International? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Is it imported directly in your name? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Please state how many tons of sisal you have sold to 
the International for each of the last ten years, giving the 
sales separately by years. 

A. I could not state that from memory with any degree 
of accuracy. 

Q. Will you please furnish me the figures ? You can send 
the figures to the Examiner. 

A. Surely. 

Q. Will you do so? Can you state what the amount was 
approximately for the last year? 

A. I should say as to the last year that I may have sold 
them in the neighborhood of 15,000 bales. 

Q. Making how many tons? 

A. Approximately 2,700 tons. 

Q. Will you let me look at the statement from which you 
read? 

(The witness hands the paper to Mr. Grosvenor.) 

Q. Mr. Orth, did you say that these figures which Hanson 
& Orth prepare are printed in trade journals? 

A. I did. 

Q. Why didn't you bring a copy of a printed publication 
or a printed copy instead of making up some new tables in 
pencil? 

A. I did bring them ; I have them here. 

Q. Beg pardon? 

A. I have them here. 

Q. Well, that is what I want to see. Where are they? 

(Five large bound volumes were handed to the witness by 
Mr. Post.) 

The Witness : Do you wish to see them for some particular 
period? 
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1 Q. Yes, let me see the figures for the several years, if 
you have them. Have you them tabulated anywhere in printed 
form! 

A. Oh, yes, they are all tabulated. Which years? 

Q. Take the last seven or eight years. 

A. Here are the figures for the calendar years 1908, 1909, 
and 1910. 

Q. That does not give it according to the fiscal years? 

A. No. 

Q. Well, I understood the figures that you produced and 
put in on direct examination were the figures as published for 

2 the fiscal year. 

A. They are. 

Q. Now, have you them anywhere in printed form, pub- 
lished according to fiscal years? 

A. They are here. "Imported into the United States past 
month." This is dated January 5th and means month of 
December. The importations for the month of December, 
1910, were 48,907 bales, which appears in this sheet, Decem- 
ber, as 48,907 bales. 

Q. Now I will direct your attention to certain figures on 

3 page 8. Those figures are given for the calendar year, 
are they? 

A. They are given for the calendar year. 

Q. And you have gone to your files and obtained the figures 
for the different months and then made them up according 
to the fiscal year, but using the same figures for each month 
as were used for making the calendar year? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. That, I suppose, being for the purpose of comparison 
with the fiscal years respecting which figures were put in by 
the Government? 

4 A. I suppose so. 

Mr. Grosvenor: That is all. If you will kindly send a 
statement, Mr. Orth, showing the amount and number of bales 
and tons sold by you to the International during each of the 
last ten years. And I wish you would kindly make that up 
by fiscal years, to correspond with the figures which have been 
introduced. 
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H. L. DANIELS, recalled on behalf of the defendants, testi- 
fied as follows : 

Direct Examination by Mr. Post. 

Q. You are Mr. H. L. Daniels? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And you are the manager of the Fibre Department of 
the International Harvester Company? 

A. I am; yes, sir. 2 

Q. I show you Petitioner's Exhibit 229, being a statement 
of the importations of sisal and manilla by the International 
Harvester Company, 1903 to 1912, inclusive, printed in Vol. 
Ill, page 347 of the record in this case, and ask whether this 
statement was prepared by your direction and under your 
supervision. 

A. Yes, it was. 

Q. The statement shows the number of tons of sisal and 
manilla, respectively, imported by the International Harves- 
ter Company? 

A. Yes, sir. ^ 

Q. What ton was used in making this computation — the 
long ton or the short ton? 

A. The short ton — 2,000 pounds each. 

Cross-Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Mr. Daniels, how do you buy your sisal — ^by long tons 
or short tons? 

A. Short tons. . 

Q. How is that? ^ 

A. Short tons, 

Q. Always bought it that way? 

A. As a matter of fact, we do not buy it by the ton. 

Q. You buy it by the bale? 

A. We buy it by the pound, but whenever we use tons in 
our records we use the 2,000 pound ton, 

Q. Have you been able to obtain some correspondence 
which I asked you to produce when you were called by the 
Government ? 

A. No, sir, I have not. 
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Q. You produced some mutilated correspondence and were 
going to endeavor to obtain copies. 

A. I endeavored to obtain the originals, but found tbey 
were not in existence. 

Q. Will you state, Mr. Daniels, just what this table of 
your importations, in respect to which you have testified, 
namely, Petitioner 's Exhibit 229, page 347, purports to repre- 
sent? 

A. To represent the amount of sisal fibre and manilla 
fibre which the International Harvester Company imported 
during the years mentioned. 

Q. Does that include purchases of sisal made by your 
company from individuals or firms in this country? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Does that include, then, purchases which you may 
have made from Mr. Orth? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You are sure of that, are you? 

A. I think I am. It has been some time since I prepared 
that table, but I did it very carefully, and I believe that that 
includes all the purchases — 

Q. Does that include all the sisal you have used in manu- 
facturing your twine in each of those years? 

A. Yes, sir, I believe it does ; I believe that to be true. 



ALEXANDER LEGGE, recalled on behalf of the defendants, 
testified as follows: 

Direct Examination by Mr. McHugh. 

Q. 'Mr. Legge, you were subpoenaed to appear in this 
case on behalf of the Government, were you not? 

A. Yes, sir; last fall. 

Q. And were in attendance and available during the en- 
tire time the Government was taking its testimony? 

A. Available always ; not at the New York hearing, but at 
the Chicago hearings always. 

Mr. Grosvenor: But you were not called by the Govern- 
ment. 

The Witness : I was not put on the stand by the Govern- 
ment. I came over to the hearings a time or two, if I remem- 
ber correctly. 

Q. But you were never excused? 

A. No, sir. 
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Q. Now, Mr. Legge, when you were on the stand the other i 
day we introduced the recapitulations which have been 
marked as exhibits. Do those recapitulations cover the en- 
tire United States? 

A. They do not. 

Q. What in a general way do they cover? What part of 
the United States? 

A. They cover the principal grain growing sections be- 
tween the AUeghenies and the Eocky Mountains. Approxi- 
mately 75 per cent, of our domestic trade on binders is in the 
territories covered by the recaps. 

Q. In certain states, where the territory in part is arable 2 
land and grain-growing land, and in other parts mountainous 
country, where grain is not grown, do the recaps attempt to 
cover any more of those states than the portion which is de- - 
voted to the raising of grain? 

A. Only the portion in general cultivation, devoted to 
raising grain. 

Q. How long have you been in the implement business, 
Mr. Legge ? 

A. Since 1891. 

Q. And in what capacities have you participated in the o 
implement trade? 

A. First as a traveling collector and salesman, and as a 
collection manager for the McCormick Harvesting Machine 
Company at a general agency point; afterwards a general 
agent for the same company; later, manager of their entire 
collection dejiartment here in Chicago; still later, assistant 
manager of sales in connection with the collection work; from 
January 1, 1904, until November, 1906, assistant manager of 
domestic sales for the International Harvester Company of 
America; from November, 1906, until recently, assistant gen- 
eral manager. 4 

Q. And you are now what? 

A. General manager of the company. 

Q. What has been the course of the development of the im- 
plement business in the United States since you have observed 
it, Mr. Legge? 

A. When I first commenced in the business there were two 
general lines or plans of selling goods — the commission 
agency contract form used by the harvester people and the 
thresher companies, and the short-time or direct sales which 
was used by the manufacturers of plows and smaller tools 
generally. The development of the trade has been steadily 
toward a longer line, by each of the houses in the business. 
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1 There are a few exceptions to that, but, broadly speaking, it 
has been the adding of additional lines of goods to each of the 
principal organizations. 

Q. But before I come to that specific thing; the commis- 
sion contract was the contract under which the harvesting 
machinery was sold by all the companies'? 

A. It was, so far as I know. 

Q. And you have seen the development of the western 
part of the United States, have you not? 

A. Yes; most of it. 

Q. And the western part of the United States was settled 

2 up by what class of people, so far as their financial conditions 
were concerned? 

A. Mostly homesteaders and men of very small means 
financially — the greater part of them. 

Q. Men who went out onto the western prairies and took 
up farms and had no money to finance a farm or buy machin- 
ery ; that is the fact, is it not ? 

A. That is the fact. 

Q. And what was the necessity then with respect to the 
sale of harvesting machinery to those farmers? 
Q A. For many years it was almost entirely on a long-term 
basis. 

Q. The fact was that the implement manufacturer had 
practically to go into partnership with the farmer? 

A. He had to finance him to the extent of his machinery 
and all the larger tools used. 

Q. Now, did all the harvesting machinery companies take 
that risk and follow the frontier as it became settled country, 
and extend to the farmers the credits necessarily extended to 
them? 

A. No. There was quite a difference in that respect. Some 
4 of the companies confined their operations almost exclusively 
to the eastern or central state-s. Among the companies ac- 
quired by the International that was particularly true of the 
Osborne and the Milwaukee. They did not extend into the 
frontier territories to any great extent. They confined their 
operations — 

Mr. Grosvenor: You are referring to the period prior to 
the organization of the International Harvester Company? 

The Witness : Oh, yes. Other companies, such as Warder, 
Bushnell & Glessner— in fact I think all others except the Mc- 
Cormick — put restrictions on certain territories, established 
what was commonly known as a "dead-line" beyond which 
they would not sell oxcept for cash, because of the extra haz- 
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ard and the long-time risk involved. The McCormick never j 
drew any such line; they have covered the territory every- 
where during all of the time I have been in the business. 

Q. Some of these "dead-lines" were east of the Missis- 
sippi River? 

A. Not during my time. Some of them had been. I was 
advised by men then in the business that they had gradually 
extended the line farther west, as the country became settled. 

Q. And where were they in your time ? 

A. In the particular territory in which I started, the 
dead-line was drawn approximately 100 miles west of 
Omaha, by the different companies using a ' ' dead-line ' ' terri- 2 
tory. 

Q. Running north and south? 

A. Running north and south. 

Q. And you say the McCormick Company never had a 
"dead-line"? 

A. It never had a "dead-line." 

Q. So that a great many of the companies — and that was 
true of the Wood and the Adriance-Platt, which stayed in the 
settled country — sold to the farmers in the developed coun- 
try, and others went farther west and farther west and fol- <> 
lowed the frontier as it changed to settlements, the McCor- 
mick Company particularly going on always as the frontier 
went on? 

A. Yes; they covered all the territory. 

Q. Now, Mr. Legge, the implement business, the harvester 
business, is a peculiar business in respect to the amount of 
money that is essential in order to carry it on, in proportion 
to the turn-over, is it not? 

A. It is. 

Q. Just tell us why and how. 

A. The long credit — the long time, the long terms already 4 
referred to ; in addition to that, the fact that it is a one-sea- 
son trade. The delivery of goods in the harvester line, in any 
given territory, is confined to a very short period of the year. 
The manufacturer is unable to deliver goods throughout the 
year, as in many lines of merchandise, or machinery either, 
but it is all delivered in a very brief period for the harvest- 
ing trade. The manufacturer must provide stocks through- 
out all the year in order to meet this short-season demand. 

Q. Is there anything further peculiar in the business as 
to the manufacturer's function, in not stopping when he sells 
the goods? 

A. There is. The harvester is not only a one-season 
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trade, but you miglit call it a hurry-up trade during that sea- 
son. Its sole purpose is to harvest the crop when matured, 
and in most countries that must be done quickly, to avoid the 
danger of serious loss to the farmer; and when help is needed, 
either in the way of repairs or expert assistance, it must be 
forthcoming quickly. In other words, we can not wait to 
bring help from any great distance. 

Q. So, the manufacturers assume not only the work of 
making and selling the machine, but of looking after it after 
it is sold and while in operation? 

A. Necessarily so. 
'• Q. And that continues from year to year — the looking 
after the binders? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And, of course, no one can tell before the manufactur- 
ing season begins what the crop to be harvested is going 
to be? 

A. I am sorry to say we have not been able to work out 
that problem. 

Q. So that the manufacturers of harvesting machinery 
must anticipate a maximum crop and provide for it in the 
way of machines, without the certainty of having a demand 
equal thereto? 

A. That is particularly true in sections of the country. In 
a state like Illinois the risk is not so great. But we are at the 
present time moving goods from Kansas, where we thought 
certainly they were wanted thirty days ago. The condition 
has changed so quickly that there is no demand for them; 
there is no possibility of selling them, and they are being 
transferred in considerable quantities farther north. 

Q. You have given a general sketch of the business in re- 
spect to some of its features, it being a short sale. Now 
I want to get back to the matter you started to discuss a 
moment ago — the tendency to add other lines to the line of 
harvesting machinery that a manufacturer has. Describe that 
tendency, the reason for it, and when it began. 

A. That began really before I entered the business. The 
pioneers in that movement, in the implement trade, speaking 
generally, were two of the big plow companies at Moline — the 
John Deere and the Moline Plow Company. They had, prior 
to the time of my entering the business, rounded out a com- 
paratively long line of implements. 

Q. They centered it around the plow line ? 

A. Yes. 

Mr. Grosvenor: What companies did you name? 
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The Witness : The John Deere Plow Company and the Mo- i 
line Plow Company, both at Moline, Illinois. Speaking for 
the MeCormick Harvesting Machine Company, in the first 
years of my service we sold in that territory only binders and 
mowers. They manufactured a reaper also, which was not 
used in that section. During the next eight or nine years we 
added sulky hay rakes, headers, push binders, corn binders, 
corn shredders, knife grinders, and last a twine mill. In ex- 
planation of that I would say that they had been jobbing 
some twine prior to the building of the mill, but did not have 
a regular source of supply; it was a very unsatisfactory ar- 
rangement. 2 

Q. And that expansion into new lines by the MeCormick 
Company was in the eight or nine years after you became con- 
nected with the company, which was in 1891? 

A. Yes. The last line of expansion referred to, which was 
the building of the twine mill, was in 1900 or 1901. 

Q. In the years you have mentioned, after you came to 
Chicago with the MeCormick Harvesting Company, these ex- 
pansions were going on, at least some of them 1 

A. Some of them, yes, sir. 

Q. What is the fact as to whether the development of the o 
business of the MeCormick Company and the entering upon 
these new lines required considerable amounts of capital? 

Mr. Grosvenor: This witness has not shown any familiar- 
ity with the financial resources of the MeCormick Company. 

Mr. McHugh : Well, I will let that stand. 

Mr. Grosvenor : I make my objection here. This question 
is preliminary, evidently, to other questions to follow. 

Mr. McHugh: You may answer. 

A. The immediate financial requirement was the reason 
given me for my coming and joining their Chicago organiza- 
tion. During the year 1899 I was called to Chicago and re- 4, 
quested to arrange to transfer the business of the general 
agency to a successor, and asked to take up the management 
of the collection department of the company. That was dis- 
cussed at some length, and the reason given was that they 
had so much money invested in bills receivable that they found 
it very embarrassing, that I had a better showing in that re- 
spect than some others, and they hoped I might be able to 
improve the general showing along the lines of capital in- 
vested in farmers* and dealers' notes. 

Q. By collecting in? 

A. By collecting in. 
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Q. Well, you were at Chicago with the McCormick Har- 
vesting Machine Company in 1900? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. That was the year of the Paris Exposition? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You had nothing to do with that exhibit? 

A. Nothing. 

Q. It already appears in evidence that there was an 
elaborate exhibit made there, and that Mr. Stanley McCor- 
mick was in charge. 

A. Of course, I knew of it in the preparation of the ma- 
chines for the exhibit, in a general way, but I had no charge 
of it. 

Q. What was the effect of the experience of that Paris Ex- 
position? What happened after the fall of 1900 or in 1901? 

A. Those of the McCormick family who were present at 
the Exposition — my recollection is they were all present ex- 
cept Mr. Harold McCormick — came back very enthusiastic 
about the opportunity of expanding trade abroad. They had 
met the grain growers and dealers from all over the world at 
the Exposition, and they felt the time had arrived for a very 
rapid growth in the foreign business. We were instructed 
to hunt up in our organization all the men we could find who 
could speak any foreign language, particularly German, as 
that seemed to be the one most desired, and equip them for 
work in the foreign field. During the following year quite 
a large number were secured from the domestic organization 
and sent abroad. 

Q. The McCormick organization comprised heads of var- 
ious departments? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And the various heads of departments were making 
suggestions with respect, each one, to his own department and 
its expansion and development, I suppose? 

A. We were all requested to do so, and occasionally called 
together to discuss suggestions which had been brought up 
by any one of the department managers or by some of the 
owners themselves. 

Q. And was there in the suggestions any urging to a still 
further extension of the business by going into additional 
lines ? 

A. That was almost constant, I should say, at practically 
every conference; some one of us had some scheme or some 
plan that he wanted to enlarge upon, either in the acquiring 
of raw materials of additional lines of machines. 
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Q. And were all the suggestions and propositions that 
were recognized as good business propositions accepted, or 
were they deferred for reasons given? 

A. I cannot recall any that was adopted during that per- 
iod. I think they were all postponed or deferred for later 
consideration. 

Q. And why? 

A. Personally I think I was familiar all the time with the 
reason why. That was not made a matter of general knowl- 
edge to the department managers until some time in the 
spring of 1902, at which time Mr. McCormick (which one of 
the McCormieks I cannot say) advised them that it would be 
impossible to go ahead with some proposition then being dis- 
cussed because they were borrowing every dollar they could 
get anywhere, that they had really passed the danger line in 
the amount of borrowed money they were using, and under 
those conditions it was useless to consider further any propo- 
sition calling for additional capital. 

Q. At the meetings where these heads were called in to 
discuss various projects that had arisen as to expansion of 
the business, were there various discussions as to how to add 
to the working capital of the company? 

A. Yes ; many plans were considered. We had very little 
in the way of precedent to go by in the development of the 
farm machinery trade. The Studebaker people had put out 
a small bond issue prior to that time, and I think either Deere 
or J. I. Case, one of the other manufacturers. Aside from 
that we were discussing something new and untried so far as 
the farm machinery trade was concerned. We discussed bond 
issues and increase of capital stock. I do not think I could 
attempt to state how many different things were discussed. 
We covered the field frequently and broadly. 

Q. In any of these conferences was the question of the 
purchase of another plant up for discussion? 

A. Do you refer to a plow plant? 

Q. No, harvesting plant. 

A. It was. I could answer that broadly. There were discus- 
sions as to the purchasing of plants of other lines of goods, 
and also the purchasing of other harvesting machinery plants. 

Q. Was the purchasing of other . harvesting machinery 
plants brought up as a matter of instant purpose? I mean a 
definite purchase upon specific terms, of a specific plant, or 
general discussion as to whether a purchase of another plant 
would help the situation. 
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A. The discnssion was general. That was one of the many 
things discussed at those conferences. 

Q. And was there in that discussion reference to any 
previous discussions of purchases of other harvesting plants? 

A. Yes ; twice that I can recall. One was in reference to 
an offer made some time previous by the elder Mr. Deering — 
William Deering, to sell his property, and one was referred to 
as a previous offer of the Milwaukee Harvester plant, at some 
earlier date. I was not present when those offers were con- 
sidered, and can only say such were referred to in those dis- 
cussions. 

Q. But referred to as matters of ancient history, and not 
pending matters? 

A. Yes. 

Q. The conferences you have spoken of were in regular, 
stated meetings? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. Grosvenor: This is somewhat leading. 

Q. Well, were they? 

A. They were usually occasioned by some one of the de- 
partment managers bringing up for consideration something 
in his particular department, and the others were called to- 
gether in conference to discuss the advisability of whatever 
the suggestion might be. 

Q. And the discussions would take a wide range, I sup- 
pose? 

A. Usually. 

Q. Do you remember, in the spring of 1902, the matter of 
an option on the Milwaukee plant being considered and dis- 
cussed and decided upon? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Just tell about that. 

A. That is the occasion 1 referred to when reference was 
made to a previous offer. In discussing the option offered 
on the Milwaukee property, it developed that it was not the 
first time it had been submitted. I cannot tell when the 
previous occasion was, but I know from the conversation that 
it was not the first time it had been looked into. This was in 
the spring of 1902. My recollection is that it was somewhat 
earlier than the date referred to in Mr. Middlekauff's testi- 
mony, which I have read. He states, I think. May. My best 
recollection is that it was March. I feel that a longer time 
elapsed between that period and the time in which he came 
back the second time, that he refers to in his testimony. 

Q. Now take the time in the spring, the first time you 
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speak of, when Mr. Middlekauff came with the option of the 
Milwaukee plant. Was it considered and decided upon as to 
whether the McCormick Harvesting Machine Company would 
buy it, or not? 

A, It was. My best recollection is that that was the time 
when Mr. McCormick stated that there was no use consider- 
ing it because they were too deeply involved financially, and 
no matter how attractive it might be they could not take it on. 

Q. That was definitely so decided at that time? 

A. Definitely decided at that time. 

Q. Do you know the facts with respect to the second time 
when Mr. Middlekauff secured the option and when $100,000 
was provided to enable him to make the payment? 

A. Generally, I do. I could not say definitely how the 
request came for the sending of that option to New York, but 
I do recall — 

Q. That was after Mr. McCormick had returned from 
New York? 

A. Yes. To make that story perhaps more complete, I 
should say that some time after the Milwaukee option was 
declined I pr-epared some figures and estimates of cash re- 
ceipts, for the McCormicks, and it was stated by them at that 
time that they had been forced to secure additional loans 
considerably in excess of anything they had ever been re- 
quired to do in the past. 1902 was a large manufacturing 
year, a big crop year, and the demand for goods was very 
heavy, and that added demand for goods was apparent early 
in the season and called for an outlay of cash considerably 
in excess of anything we had ever had previously — larger 
manufacturing. The estimates were prepared for them as to 
what they might expect in the way of early returns, and as I 
recall they were rather disappointing. I heard nothing 
further concerning that for what seems to me to be quite a 
long period of time, a couple of months I should say, and then 
was advised that they had taken up the question of financing 
with the firm of J. P. Morgan & Company, and felt that they 
were going to — 

Mr. Grosvenor : I object to this hearsay statement by the 
witness. The proper persons to call in respect to all these 
transactions are, of course, the McCormicks themselves, who 
had the dealings, or Cyrus Bentley, their counsel, who went 
with them, and not this witness, whose information is purely 
hearsay. 

Q. I wish you would tell the circumstances with respect to 
the $100,000 that was advanced. 



32 Alexander Legge, Recalled, Direct Examination. 

A. Mr. Middlekauff was requested by Mr. Daniels, one of 
our department managers, to take the option on the Milwau- 
kee plant to New York. It later developed, at least I have al- 
ways so understood, that the option had expired. Upon try- 
ing to renew it — ^I am now referring to the option which had 
been declined by the McCormicks some months previously— 
on undertaking to renew the option, they demanded a cash 
payment of $100,000. This came back to our office through 
Mr. Daniels, with whom Mr. Middlekauff had communicated. 
The question of paying the $100,000 for the option was taken 
up by long-distance telephone with Mr. Morgan's office in 
New York. 

Mr. Grosvenor: Were you present at the time? 

The Witness : That it was taken up? I did not do the tele- 
phoning, Mr. Grosvenor. I was presentwhen it was dis- 
cussed by those of us in the office at the time. 

Mr. Grosvenor : Who did do the telephoning? 

A. I think Mr. Harold McCormick or Mr. Eanney, who 
was cashier at the time. 

Mr. Grosvenor: I object to this witness testifying as to 
these matters, on the ground that the testimony is based 
wholly on hearsay, and that the other persons named by him 
are the proper witnesses. 

Q. State what you personally know about the matter of 
the $100,000 that was provided. State that in your own way, 
and state wliat you personally know about it. 

A. I was called into conference, at which were present Mr. 
Daniels, Mr. Mayer, Mr. Krebs — I am not certain as to Mr. 
Krebs, but Mr. Daniels and Mr. Mayer and possibly others, 
and the question was asked us as to whether in advancing the 
money to secure this option the McCormick — 

Q. I am trying to keep out of conversations. 

A. Well, it is pretty hard to do that when you are going 
back over ten years. Judge. It was asked as to whether the 
payment of this $100,000 advanced to Middlekauff would in- 
volve the company in any liability, and the result of the con- 
ference was that Mr. George W. Perkins was called on the 
telephone and asked if he understood — well, of course I can't 
say what he was asked ; I did not telephone him. 

Q. You know there was a conversation with Perkins over 
the telephone? 

A. Over the telephone. 

Mr. Grosvenor : I renew my objection to all this character 
of testimony, as to these conferences and what transpired, on 
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the ground that it is hearsay, and the proper witnesses to be ] 
called are the owners of the business at that time. 

Mr. McHugh: Your objection may go to everything. 

Mr. Grosvenor : Then 1 will not repeat it. 

Mr. McHugh: That is all right. 

Mr. Grosvenor: On the grounds above stated. 

The "Witness: After the telephone conversation with Mr. 
Perkins the money was given to Mr. Middlekauff to go ahead 
and procure the option for them. 

Q. Do you know for whom that was acquired? 

A. I do. 

Q. For whom? 2 

A. It was acquired for J. P. Morgan & Company. 

Q. Now, Mr. Legge, did you go to New York in July, 1902, 
and stop at the Manhattan Hotel? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Why and when did you go? 

A. Some time early in the month of July I was asked to 
go to New York. Some question had come up with reference 
to the receivables, the value of the notes of the McCormick 
Harvesting Machine Company; some question had been 
raised by Morgan & Company as to the value of the notes and o 
accounts outstanding, and I, having direct charge of their re- 
ceivables, was asked to go down to explain any questions that 
might come up regarding them. 

Q. Do you know when and why Mr. Swift went down? 

A. Mr. Swift was called at the same time. The question 
under discussion was as to whether there were any patents 
for which the McCormick Harvesting Machine Company 
could rightly expect compensation in the sale of their busi- 
ness. Mr. Swift was in charge of the patent department. 

Q. When did Mr. Swift go down? 

A. We went together. 4 

Q. And how long did you stay there? . 

A. About a week; perhaps seven or eight days. 

Q. And how long did Mr. Swift stay there? 

A. We returned on the same train. 

Q. This is Mr. Rodney B. Swift? 

A. It is. 

Q. In any of the discussions or conferences at any time 
during 1902 was there ever any mention of any trip by Mr. 
McCormick and Mr. Swift together to New York? 

A. Never, to my knowledge. 

Q. When the International Harvester Company was or- 
ganized what was your position with that company? 
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A. I continued in the same position with the McCormick 
Division, as it was then called, as I formerly had with the 
McCormick Harvesting Machine Company— manager of their 
collection department and assisting the manager of sales. 

Q. I wish you would describe the course of business of the 
International Harvester Company the first year of its exis- x 
tence, during the period of what we call the divisional year, 
when it was operated by divisions. 

A. I can best describe the operations of the division with 
which I was identified. We were notified that no attempt 
would be made to reorganize the business for the present; 
that we were to go on and push the trade the best we could, 
under the same general policy and plan that we had been fol- 
lowing in the past. This continued until perhaps mid-sum- 
mer of 1903 — I should say June or July — when discussions 
were held as to reorganizing in permanent form the sales or- 
ganization, which went into effect January 1st following. 
There was no discussion of such organization until during 
or after harvest of 1903. 

Q. What was the reason for having these separate organ- 
izations run along, each in charge of one division, and the de- 
lay in effecting the organization of the International Har- 
vester Company's sales force? 

A. I think the principal reason was the matter of taking 
inventories. Under the terms of sale to the International 
Harvester, all property all over the world, had to be ap- 
praised and inventoried, and it was a large task because of 
the- fact that we at least (and I think it is true of some of the 
other divisions), had repair stocks and machines and credits 
and warehouses and property of various kinds in every coun- 
try where there was any trade in our line of business. That 
work occupied a large part of our time and energies all 
through the year 1903. My recollection is that the inventories 
and appraisals were not finally finished until some time after 
that date, after the new organization had gone into effect. 

Q. And the vendor companies, or at least the two princi- 
pal vendor companies, the McCormick and the Deering, were 
interested not only in the appraisement of their own prop- 
erty but also the appraisement of the other properties ? 

A. That was true of the McCormick interests. I am quali- 
fied to answer that, because we were asked to exercise care 
not only as to the accuracy of our appraisals and inventories, 
but we spent a lot of time investigating and checking those of 
the other properties acquired, the Deering, the Champion, and 
so on. 
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Q. So far as you know, that was the policy pursued by i 
the others ? 

A. By the others ; in fact I know it was by the Deerings at 
least, because they went into our inventories and appraisals 
quite exhaustively to satisfy themselves as to the accuracy of 
them. 

Q. And the heads of the business were considerably occu- 
pied with the work of the appraisals that was going on? I 
mean by that, Mr. McCormiek, the president, and Mr. Deer- 
ing, the chairman of the board of directors. 

A. My recollection is that they were almost entirely oc- 
cupied with that work for a long period of time. 2 
Q. During the year 1903? 
A. Or the greater part of it. 

Q. So that the sales organization of the International 
Harvester Company was running along by its own force for 
that first year, practically? 

A. We felt we got very scant consideration, some times 
scarcely scant courtesy, on the part of the owners of the busi- 
ness, on any proposition we had to put up with reference to 
any current business. 

Q. Now, what things were happening out on the field, o 
right after the organization of the International Harvester 
Company and while they were running along through these 
divisional years? 
A. A great many things were happening. 
Q. Each company had its separate dealers throughout the 
country? 
A. Yes. 

Q. When the International was organized? 
A. Yes. 

Q. Now, after the International was organized and the 
company was running along through these different divisions, 4 
each with its own traveling salesmen and bloekmen, what hap- 
pened with respect to the work of these bloekmen and travel- 
ing men? 

A. The most notable thing that I recall was the marked 
tendency on their part to follow what might be called the lines 
of least resistance. Instead of maintaining and improving 
their line of representation in the country there was a decided 
tendency on the part of many of them to put their goods in 
with any other agent of the International Company, any other 
dealer handling other lines of some of the other divisions, as 
being the easiest way to meet the situation in case of an un- 
satisfactory dealer or one going out of business. 
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Q. That is, if a Deering traveling man found that his 
dealer in a town was going out of business, instead of hunt- 
ing around and getting a good, live dealer to represent his 
line, it was a good deal easier to take the line over to the Mc- 
Cormick dealer? 

A. Yes, or whoever was the best dealer in the town; that 
was the one he tried to take it to, whoever that might be. 

Q. Was there any tendency or desire of dealers with re- 
spect to acquiring all the lines? 

A. In some cases. 1 do not think that was general. I think 
that most dealers then and now prefer to handle one line of 
harvesting machinery, it being more satisfactory; but there 
were numerous exceptions in which the dealer felt that inas- 
much as one company owned the several lines of machines 
they should give them all to him to sell, which would mean 
dropping out anywhere from one to three or four other deal- 
ers in the same town. Occasionally those requests came in 
to the different divisions, from different dealers in the same 
town. The local dealer would approach the Deering Division 
for the agency for all of the other International lines, and the 
McCormick man perhaps in the same town would do the same. 

Q, Were efforts made by the sales organizations of the 
Divisions to counteract those desires? 

A. There were. That was one of the most frequent sub- 
jects of discussion for a time, at first, at the conferences of 
the sales managers. In explanation I will say that while not 
a member of the Sales Committee, I attended their meetings 
rather frequently and sometimes represented the McCormick 
Division in the absence of Mr. Mayer. 

Mr. Grrosvenor : I want to make an objection to the quali- 
fications of this witness to testify about the Sales Committee, 
as to the policy thereof or what was done in conference, ex- 
cept those at which he was present, the names of that Sales 
Committee being in evidence in this record and several of the 
gentlemen who were members of that committee being still 
alive and officers or important officials of the International 
Harvester Company. 

Q. Now, Mr. Legge, the International Harvester Company 
today pursues the policy of having separate representations, 
so far as it can, for the separate harvesting lines that it manu- 
factures? 

A. It does. 

Q._ I wish you would give the reasons then and now ac- 
tuating the company in deciding upon that policy. 

A. The vast majority of the dealers themselves would pre- 
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fer, judging from my experience and acquaintance with them, 
to handle but one line of harvesting machinery. Otherwise 
it involves added warehouse facilities, which few of them 
have, and it involves the keeping of separate and similar re- 
pair stocks, and occasions a great many mistakes in the han- 
dling of them by the dealers and the dealers' employes. That 
is one reason. On our part we find that where dealers do wish 
to handle two or more lines, they seldom have facilities by 
which they can give satisfactory service to the customers, and 
in those cases we have frequent complaints from the farmers 
that the local dealer does not protect them in keeping up his 
repair stock and generally looking after his business as well 
as when he was handling one line. 

Q. What effect does that have upon your own sales? 

A. It necessarily give us less representation and less busi- 
ness'. Pardon me, that may not be clear. The combining of 
several lines with a less number of local dealers gives us less 
representation, less business. 

Q. And where one dealer has all the lines it reduces your 
representation and the activity in the sales of machines, and 
reduces the activity to care for the needs of the farmer in con- 
nection with the machines ? 

A. It does. There are occasional exceptions to that rule. 
Occasionally a firm is large enough and aggressive enough 
and has sufficient warehouse facilities and other facilities so 
that they can and do give satisfactory representation on more 
than one line of machines, but those are the exceptions. 

Q. So that for those reasons the International Harvester 
Company has preferred, and still prefers, to have the exclu- 
sive service of an agent, if it can get it? 

A. It certainly does. 

Q. That is the general rule, isn't it? 

A. It is. 

(A recess was here taken until 2:00 o'clock P. M.) 

Q. Mr. Legge, you have explained the policy of the com- 
pany in having representation for the individual harvesting 
lines, and the purpose of it, the reasons for it. I want to ask 
you about the fact in regard to that matter. Have you a table 
showing the average number of dealers per town in the 
United States, dealers who handle harvesting lines of the In- 
ternational Harvester Company? 

A. I have. 
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Q. I liand you paper marked Defendants' Exhibit 183 and 
ask you to state whether that is the statement to which you 
refer. 

A. It is. 

Q. And is that statement correct? 

A. It is. 

Q. This Exhibit 183, in the first column gives by years 
the number of commission contracts? 

A. It does. 

Q. That represents the number of dealers throughout the 
United States who are handling harvesting machinery of the 
International Harvester Company under commission con- 
tracts? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, certain dealers in the United States handle har- 
vesting machinery of the International Harvester Company 
under sales contracts? 

A. Yes ; a small number, comparatively. 

Q. And the second column, beginning with the year 1908, 
gives the total contracts, commission and sale, for the Inter- 
national Harvester Company's harvesting machinery in the 
United States? 

A. For the past six years. Prior to that time we had no 
record of any sales contracts. However, they were very few. 

Q. The third column represents the number of towns rep- 
resented by the total contracts? 

A. We have a record of that for the past five years only. 

Q. And the figures in the third column indicate the num- 
ber of towns in which the International Harvester Company 
has a dealer who handles its harvesting lines, or one of them, 
either by commission or sales contract? 

A. Yes, sir, it does. 

Q. And the fourth column gives the average number of 
■:'ontracts to the towns, including in the basis of computation 
the sales and commission contracts? 

A. Yes, that is correct. 

Yly. MeHugh: The defendants now offer in evidence De- 
fendants' Exhibit 183.

Q. In 1902, when the International Harvester Company 
was organized, there was in the contracts of all harvesting 
companies what is known as the exclusive clause? 

A. There was ; had been during my experience in the busi- 
ness. 

Q. What is that? 

A. And had been during all the years I had been in the 
business prior to that time. 

Q. What is the fact as to whether in 1902, 1903, and 1904 
that clause of the contract was enforced, or whether it was 
a practical dead-letter? 

A. It was a practical dead-letter except so far as our ef- 
forts were able to prevent the bunching of our several lines 
in one man's hands. That we were able to prevent to a con- 
siderable extent during 1903 and 1904. 

Q. But what is the fact as to whether during those years 
dealers in considerable number were actually handling sev- 
eral lines of harvesting machinery? 

A. Yes, and they had for quite a number of years prior, 
and did during that period. 



40 Alexander Legge, Recalled, Direct Examination. 

Q. Now, Mr. Legge, state the fact as to whether it has ever 
been, and is now, the policy of the International Harvester 
Company to coerce the implement dealers of the United States 
into the handling of the harvesting lines of the International 
Harvester Company exclusively. 

A. It is not. 

Q. State whether or not it has ever been the policy of the 
International Harvester Company, and whether it is the policy 
now, to attempt to coerce the dealers of the United States into 
handling the new lines of the International Harvester Com- 
pany through the harvesting lines. 

A. It has not and is not. 

Q. You are and have been for years familiar with the im- 
plement business in the United States? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And widely acquainted with the implement dealers of 
the United States ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What is the fact as to whether, in your judgment, the 
International Harvester Company could successfully carry 
out such a policy if it attempted it? 

A. It could not carry it out. 

Q. And has there been a time since the International Har- 
vester Company was organized in which it could successfully 
carry out such a policy, if it attempted it? 

A. No, sir, there has not. 

Q. What is the fact, Mr. Legge, as to whether there was a 
larger or a smaller number of canvassers utilized in the busi- 
ness of the International Harvester Company in 1903 than 
were utilized by the vendor companies separately in 1902? 

A. There was a smaller number; approximately 60 per 
cent, of the number used in 1902 were used in 1903. 

Q. What is the fact as to whether the exclusive clause that 
was in the contract in 1903 and 1904 was utilized or was at- 
tempted to be utilized as part of any plan to monopolize the 
local implement dealers of the United States in the sale of the 
International Harvester Company lines? 

A. It was not. 

Q. Do you know how many men have been engaged in the 
sale of International Harvester Company's goods in the Unit- 
ed States? I mean the largest number in any one year, say. 

A. Outside of the home selling office in Chicago, it has 
run as high as 5,000. The average, I think, would be about 
4,500 employes. That is, the total sales employes, including 
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general agents and their staff at the agencies, and all the i 
traveling men. 

Q. And you have had instances, I suppose, of some of 
these 4,500 employes in the sales department violating the 
policy of the company? 

A. We have. 

Q. And I suppose that occurs in business, and is bound to 
occur ? 

A. We have very much less of it than we had years ago. 
We still have exceptional instances, and probably always will 
have. 

Q. What is the fact as to whether the company counte- 2 
nances or palliates these violations by employes, when dis- 
covered ? 

A. It does not. We have tried earnestly to eliminate all 
practices of that kind from the business of the company, and 
generally speaking we have been quite successful in doing so. 

Q. The instances that have occurred have been very few 
in number, and exceptional, have they? 

A. Yes. 

Mr. Grosvenor: That is objected to as leading. 

The Witness : They have been very few of late years. They „ 
were rather more frequent during the first year or two of 
the company's operations. 

Q. Mr. Legge, I wish you would describe briefly the value 
to the International Harvester Company of the Osborne plant. 

A. That part of it with which I am most familiar was the 
acquiring of a line of tillage tools, which we did not have, 
comprising harrows of all kinds, cultivators. 

Q. Describe in a brief way, generally, the value of the 
Buckeye property that the International Harvester Company 
acquired. 

A. The Buckeye property? 4 

Q. T mean the value to the International Company. 

A. The Buckeye plant is well located, in a good manufac- 
turing district, close to the source of supply of the raw ma- 
terials, and was acquired by our people at a very attractive 
price and at a time when we were contemplating engaging 
upon other lines of manufacture. The particular line dis- 
cussed in connection with that was never used there, namely, 
grain drills. It was discussed particularly in connection with 
the Buckeye property when it was acquired. 

Mr. Grosvenor: May I interrupt? Did this witness have 
anything to do with the purchase of the Buckeye plant? 

Mr. McHugh : No. 
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1 The Witness : Only so far as my judgment went as to the 
value of the property and its location. 

Q. You were asked for your judgment? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What was the value of the Keystone plant to the Inter- 
national Harvester Company? 

A. The Keystone plant included a few other tillage tools, 
but mainly a good line of hay loaders, side-delivery rakes, 
corn shellers, none of which we had at that time. It was also 
well located for manufacturing, and possessed a valuable wa- 
ter power, which we have developed and are now using. 

2 Q. Now, Mr. Legge, the International Harvester Company 
entered upon the construction of new lines after its organi- 
zation? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I wish you would describe the advantages of the long 
line and the necessity for it and the reasons for going into it. 

A. The advantages are the ability to secure and maintain 
a better selling organization and economies in distribution of 
the stock, often securing full carload orders for shipment to 
an agent who would not want a full carload of any one indi- 
vidual tool; the second question, as to the reason, was to se- 

3 cure those advantages and to do away with the very great 
handicap which we had always had in the binder business, of 
being compelled to employ a very large force of men for a 
short period of time. 

Q. What were the inconveniences incident to the work of 
getting up a sales organization in the field for the sale of har- 
vesting machinery only? 

A. The harvesting machine business then, and to a less 
extent now, required a very large force of men during the_de- 
livery season and harvesting period. Those men we had no 
^ permanent employment for. As soon as harvest was over 
they had to be dispensed with, and the following spring we 
would have to start in with raw recruits, and naturally the 
better class of men would not continue to come back to us for 
three or four months' employment, but would seek employ- 
ment elsewhere, of a more permanent character. It made it 
impossible to maintain an efficient well-trained organization. 

Q. The long line enabled the company to have what they 
call an all-year- round organization? 

A. It did. Today they are employed practically continu- 
ously throughout the season ; some slight fluctuation at differ- 
ent periods. 

Q. You have already answered that the International Har- 
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vester Company has not used tLe harvesting line to force the j 
sale of the new lines. I wish you would explain why, from 
considerations of wise policy, such a course would be a mis- 
take, even if possible. 

A. In the first place, it would not be possible with the great 
majority of dealers, particularly the better class of dealers. 
Even though occasionally salesmen might succeed in selling or 
delivering goods under such practices, it is an injury to the 
house he represents to do so. There is only one correct method 
for a salesman to follow, and that is to sell each article he 
does sell on its merits. To illustrate : if a salesman succeeded 
in getting a customer to take a shipment of goods because of 2 
personal friendship for himself, or because of the influence 
of other lines, as indicated by your question, the dealer takes 
it reluctantly, he has not learned the goods, he has not any 
confidence in them ; he does it as a matter of accommodation, 
or as a matter of thinking he has to, and he does not enter 
into the sale of them with any enthusiasm, and the result is 
unsatisfactory to him and to the representative of the com- 
pany. The next time the representative goes around to sell 
him goods, he finds that the dealer is probably carrying over 
a large part of what he will need for the next year, simply o 
because he has not been successful in disposing of them, and 
the fundamental trouble is that he did not believe in the 
goods, did not take sufficient interest in them ; in other words, 
they were not properly sold, to commence with. 

Q. In connection with the introduction of your new lines 
in the market, have you prepared a statement of the number 
of dealers in the United States representing the International 
Harvester Company in the sale of sundry implements? 

A. A statement was prepared under my supervision. 

Q. Handing you the paper marked Defendants' Exhibit 
184, I will ask you to state whether that is the statement to 4 
which you refer. 

A. It is.

Q. Handing you paper marked Defendants' Exhibit 185, 
I will ask you to state whether that is the statement to which 
you refer. 

A. It is. 

Mr. Grrosvenor: Same objection. 

Q. The districts named in Defendants' Exhibit 185 are 
the districts as the United States is divided for the purpose 
of transacting the business of the International? 
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A. They are. 

Q. And, broadly, what is included in the Central District? 

A. Indiana, Illinois, southern Wisconsin, western Michi- 
gan. 

Q. What is included in the Eastern District? 

A. Ohio and territory east of Ohio, including eastern 
Michigan. 

Q. What is included in the Northwest District? 

A. The north half of Iowa, Minnesota, northwest Wiscon- 
sin, and territory west to the Coast. 

Q. What is included in the Southern District? 

A. The territory south of the Ohio River, including the 
States of Arkansas and Louisiana west of the Mississippi. 

Q. And what is included in the Southwest District? 

A. The south half of Iowa, Nebraska, except the northeast 
portion, of Missouri and states west thereof to the Coast. 

Q. This Exhibit 185, as well as Exhibit 184, correctly 
represents the facts? 

A. They do. 

Q. What is the fact about the Southern District, as to 
whether that is a great binder country? 

A. It comprises almost all of the Cotton Belt; it has a 
very limited trade on binders. 

Q. And what is the fact as to the Eastern District, with 
the exception of Ohio and a small portion of western New 
York?

Q. Mr. Legge, there has been proof in the case that the 
International Harvester Company in the eastern part of the 
United States has sold certain tillage implements under the 
trade name of McCormick and Deering. That is the fact, 
is it? 

A. I believe so. 1 am not clear as to the testimony. There 
have been some sold. You said it was shown in the case. I 
am not clear as to that. There have been such sales. 

Q. Have you had a table prepared showing the percentage 
which the total sales of the new line goods sold under the 
Deering and the McCormick trade names in the United States 
bear to the -total sale of new line goods in the United States'! 

A. I have. 

Q. Handing you paper marked Defendants ' Exhibit 186, 1 
ask you to state whether that is the statement to which you 
refer. 

A. It is. 

Q. That correctly states the fact? 

A. It does. 

Mr. McHugh: The defendants now offer in evidence De- 
fendants' Exhibit 186. 

Mr. Grosvenor: Same objection. 

Defendants' Exhibit 186 is as follows:

Q. Mr. Legge, I wish you would state why it is that the 
International Harvester Company has taken on more than one 
line of particular new sales goods. How has it happened? 

A. There has not been any definite, well-defined policy as 
to that. We have developed or acquired anywhere from one 
to four or five, according to which particular line of goods 
you refer to. 

Q. Well, take wagons. „ 

A. In wagons we acquired two lines, in the purchase of '^ 
the Weber plant, known as the Weber and the Columbus, 
which were then manufactured at the plant under the former 
ownership. Since that time we acquired the Bettendorf steel 
wagon, and developed another steel wagon, trying to improve 
on the Bettendorf — a different type of construction. 

Q. So that you have four kinds of wagons 1 

A. Four kinds of wagons — really, two lines; one line of 
wood wagons and one of steel wagons. 

Q. And the company entered upon the manufacture and 
sale of steel wagons because of the judgment that that type 4. 
of wagon was likely to supersede the wood wagon? 

A. The growing scarcity of suitable material for building 
the wood wagon. 

Q. And that is an illustration of the way you have taken 
on several lines of implements'? Take manure spreaders. 

A. We started out with one line of spreaders, known as 
the reverse apron type ; found that in certain sections of ter- 
ritory the demand was for what is known as the endless apron 
type, which was developed later. Those two today are 
practically one line of spreaders — ^the same construction, ex- 
cept as one is the endless apron and the other the reverse 
apron style, one being popular in certain territories, in hilly 
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\ countries or because of local conditions, and the other being, 
more popular in other localities. We later acquired the Kemp, 
which was the oldest of the spreader lines. Some questions 
had come up concerning patents, and this property of Kemp's 
was offered for sale at what looked like an attractive price, 
and we bought it. 

Q. The Kemp was the original patent? 

A. The Kemp was the original patent, and Kemp was the 
OTSTier of a large number of patents of later date. 

Q. Have you developed another form of spreader — the 
Low-Down? 
2 A. When we acquired the Kemp it was built only in one 
style — a reverse apron. W^e have added the endless apron to 
that. Later both styles of spreaders were changed twice, first 
from wood to steel construction, and later from steel construc- 
tion to what is called the Low-Down type, also of steel con- 
struction. 

Q. In the matter of taking up new lines, has the Interna- 
tional Company always waited to have the demand created 
before it entered on the work, or has the International Har- 
vester Company put out implements and done work in edu- 
o eating the farmers in their use and the necessity for them, 
and in that worked out the popularization of various imple- 
ments ? 

A. That is true of certain of the new lines, not of all of 
them. 

Q. In a general way tell about them. 

A. That is particularly true of engines and spreaders. The 
gasoline engine was not in common use on farms when we 
took hold of it. It appeared complicated to the average 
farmer, and he was slow in buying it. With our organization, 
covering the country closely as we do, he felt he could get 
4 help quickly if needed, and we met with success right from 
the start in the sale of gasoline engines. The use of them in- 
creased very rapidly. That trade increased much more rapid- 
ly than we could care for our share of it. 

Q. Take manure spreaders. 

A. The manure spreader has been a matter of slower 
growth. We have spent a very large amount of money in 
advertising and demonstrating and in every way exploiting 
the manure spreader, believing it to be one of the most useful 
and most necessary tools for the farmer. Yet they were very 
slow to take hold of it. 

Q. The western farmer did not take very kindly to the 
idea of fertilizing his soil? 
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A. Didn't find it necessary, or didn't realize what the \ 
necessity was, and, as they say in Missouri, they "had to be 
shown" all the way along the line on the spreader. 

Q. The tractor engines for farms. 

A. We were among the first in that line, although I think 
not the first. One or two others had sold a few engines of 
the internal combustion type before we entered the field. We 
have been successful in exploiting that, and two lines of those 
have been developed. That has been a matter of trying to 
meet the demand in different sections of the country for dif- 
ferent types of tractors. 

Q. I wish you would describe, Mr. Legge, the repair and 2 
expert service rendered by the International Harvester Com- 
pany and what has been done by the International Harvester 
Company to make that repair service more effective than it 
had previously been. 

A. Perhaps the principal gain made was in the larger num- 
ber of distributing points from which repairs for any of the 
goods made by the company could be obtained. The largest 
number of branch houses in the United States of any of the 
companies was the McCormick, approximately 60, against 
which we have some ninety odd today, all of which carry re- o 
pairs for any of the goods manufactured by the company, 
bringing the repair stocks closer to the consumer. More ade- 
quate facilities have been provided to take care of them, and 
the added number of stocks I would consider the greatest 
gain that has been made in that respect. 

Q. How about the expert service? Has that been taken 
off? 

A. The expert service has been and is supplied where 
needed. On the binder line there is much less call for it than 
there was ten years ago. But we take care of such calls as 
there are, and we take care of them, I think, more promptly 4 
because of our branch houses being located closer to the con- 
sumers, as stated. 

Q. And you have experts in connection with a number of 
the implements you put out? 

A. We provide wherever needed, on anything we make. 

Q. What has been the result of that situation, as to whether 
you have been able to and have maintained a better class of 
experts in the field than heretofore? 

A. We feel we have a very much better force of men, for 
the simple reason that now we keep them busy practically all 
the vear round. 

Q.' And has the experimental work carried on by the In- 
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ternational been more extensive and elaborate than that there- 
tofore maintained by the old companies? 

A. Of the old companies I can speak only for the McCor- 
mick Company, with which I was connected. So far as that 
line is concerned it has been more elaborate and more efficient 
than was carried on by the McCormick Company. We carry 
an equally efficient organization at all of the plants, but I can- 
not speak of the other plants prior to the International's day. 

Q. There has been testimony of a number of men that 
dealers have given the International Harvester Company 
I'otes for goods they bought after settlement time, in some 
' cases for goods that were carried over and not sold the year 
that they were bought. What is the fact as to whether that 
is new, unusual, or peculiar to the International Harvester 
Companv, or the general course of business in the implement 
line? 

A. It has been the custom of the trade in the implement 
line in all its branches, ever since I have been connected 
with it. 

Q. Now, Mr. Legge, has the International Harvester Com- 
pany ever attempted to drive any competitor out of business ? 

A. It has not. 

Q. You have had a large experience in the matter of deal- 
ers and getting new dealers to represent the lines of imple- 
ments that you had in hand to sell, through the course of 
your career? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now describe the source of supply of men to represent 
the farm implements. 

A. We never felt that we were limited to any particular 
class; that the source of supply was any one whose line of 
business was such that he could advantageously to himself 
and to us handle in a retail way farm implements — such as 
men engaged in that business exclusively, men engaged in the 
hardware trade, the lumber business, the grain business, and 
other lines of business, where such merchant was doing busi- 
ness largely or wholly with farmers and came in contact with 
the farmers. 

Q. Have you prepared a table showing the number of deal- 
ers who represented the harvesting lines of the various vendor 
companies in 1902 and the number of dealers who handled 
the lines of the International Harvester Company today — the 
harvesting lines? 

A. That information is incorporated in one of the tables 
you have introduced. 
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Q. That is already in evidence? 

A. _ 1902 is included in one of the statements. (After ex- 
amining exhibits already introduced.) No^ I wish to cor- 
rect that. The information goes back only to 1904. 

Q. Then, you have not the other information with you? 

A. I haven't it with me. 

Q. Mr. Legge, what is the fact as to whether the field is 
open in this country in competition with the International 
Harvester Company in the harvesting lines and in all the new 
lines that the Harvester Company makes and sells ? 

A. I certainly consider it so. I can't imagine any reason 
why it should be barred to any one. The fact that others have 
successfully engaged in the harvesting line in the last few 
years is satisfactory demonstration to us that it is open. 

Q. Mr. Legge, has the International Harvester Company 
ever maintained a Secret Service ? 

A. No, sir, not to my knowledge. 

Q. Was there such an office in Chicago as assistant super- 
intendent of the International Harvester Company, at any 
time? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Was there ever a man who was assistant superintend- 
ent of the International Harvester Company west of Chicago? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Have you had search made to see whether any man by 
the name of Callahan was in the employ of the International 
Harvester Company at Chicago in the spring of 1905? 

A. I have. 

Q. And what was the result of the inquiry? 

A. Cannot find any one by that name who was on the pay- 
roll, then or has been since, in the Chicago office. 

Q. Mr. Legge, have you had prepared a memorandum of 
the employes of the McCormick Harvesting Machine Com- 
pany who were sent to Europe from the fall of 1900 to the 
spring of 1902, who have since been managers or assistant 
managers of branch houses abroad? 

A. I have. 

Q. Handing you paper marked Defendants' Exhibit 187, 
I will ask you to state whether that is the paper to which you 
refer? 

A. It is. 

Q. And that is correct? 
A. It is. 

Mr. McHugh: The defendants now offer in evidence De- 
fendants' Exhibit 187. 
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1 The Witness : I want to offer one word of explanation on 
that. Two of the men whose names are given have now re- 
tired from service. They all have been assistant managers or 
managers of branch houses abroad. Two of the number have 
retired; the others are still in that capacity for the I. H. Co.

Q. Have you had prepared a statement of comparisons

Q. Handing you the paper marked Defendants' Exhibit 
188, 1 will ask you to state whether that is the paper to which 
you refer. 

A. It is. 

Q. Does the exhibt give the sources of the information 
which is compiled in the document? 

A. It does, with this one explanation : the number of bind- 
ers sold in the years 1898, 1899, and 1900 were compiled from 
statistical records of the old companies. We have never had 
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access to their books and there may be some slight inaccuracy 1 
as to the statistical records. It was prepared at the time the 
present sales organization was put into effect, in 1904. 

Q. It was prepared for comparative purposes'? 

A. It was prepared for comparative purposes. 

Q. And to be used in the business; and is practically cor- 
rect? 

A. Yes. The two later years we have the figures from the 
appraisal records. 

Q. That is, for the years 1901 and 19021 

A. Yes. 

Q. So that the statements and computations in this exhibit ^ 
No. 188 are correct? 

A. They are. 

Q. Now state why in the computation the binders were 
computed at $130 in the period of from 1903 to 1912, inclu- 
sive, and at $125 each from 1898 to 1902. 

A. During the period from 1903 to 1912, inclusive, we sold 
a larger percentage of the 8-ft. or larger sized machines, which 
has been provided for by figuring the average at $5 higher 
price. 

Q. And that is essential in order to convey a comparison 3 
that is fair? 

A. It is. It is as nearly accurate as we can make it. 

Mr. McHugh: Defendants now offer in evidence De- 
fendants' Exhibit 188.

Cross-Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. _ Mr. Legge, in the testimony you have given today re- 2 
specting the business and operations of the Harvester Com- 
pany, have you testified as an officer of the International 
Harvester Company of New Jersey, or of the International 
Harvester Company of America, or as an officer and employe 
of both of them? 

A. From the organization of the company up until 1906 I 
was assistant domestic sales manager for the America Com- 
pany, and during that period conversant only with the selling 
organization, the selling operations; from November, 1906, 
until, I think, 1910, I acted as assistant general manager of 
both companies ; since 1910 I have been a director only of the ^ 
America Company; that has been the only official connection 
I have had with the America Company in the past two years. 
From 1906 on I have been assistant general manager, and 
later general manager, of the manufacturing company. 

Q. Then, since 1910, you have not been an officer of the 
America Company? 

A. No; only a director of the America Company. 

Q. Do you wish the testimony you gave on direct exam- 
ination respecting the selling policy of the International Har- 
vester Company to be considered as a description of the sell- 4 
ing policy of the America Company? 

A. I do. 

Q. In fact, in your mind there is really no distinction be- 
tween those two companies, is there? 

A. There is a legal operating distinction. 

Q. Well, as a practical distinction, there is none for busi- 
ness men who are connected with the two companies and look- 
ing after the operations of each, is there? 

A. You refer now to men who are working, giving part of 
their time — 

Q. I am referring to men such as yourself, you having 
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[ testified here this afternoon at length, in detail, about the 
policy of the selling department, or the selling policy of the 
International. 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, have you testified in regard to the America Com- 
pany since 1910, or do you wish your testimony to apply to 
the America Company only prior to 1910 ? 
A. No, I wish to make it continuous up to the present time, 
Q. Do you see, then, as a matter of fact, any distinction 
between the two companies ? 
^ A. There is a distinction, yes. 

Q. How have you become acquainted with the selling 
policy of the America Company since 1910 if you have been 
connected solely with the New Jersey Company and if, as has 
been testified by one or two men here from your company, the 
two companies, the America and the New Jersey, are entirely 
separate and distinct? 

A. I have kept closely in touch with the operations of the 
America Company, have been on its board of directors con- 
tinuously ; I have been in touch with its operations as I would 
wish to be with any jobber handling goods in which I was in- 
terested. 

Q. The America Company in fact is nothing but the sell- 
ing organization of the manufacturing company; is not that 
right? 

A. I would not put it quite that way. Most of its business 
is selling the International Harvester goods, but not all of its 
business. It does buy goods from other people. 

Q. And as you look after the manufacturing part of the 
business you consider it in part your duty to look after the 
selling end? 
A. I certainly do. 

Q. And the selling end is the America Company, isn't iti 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. This plan of selling goods to the farmer on credit was 
put in force long before you went into the agricultural imple- 
ment business? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You testified something about the conferences in 1902. 
Isn't it a fact that Stanley McCormick and Cyrus Bentley 
also had a very active part in the negotiations which resulted 
in the sale to the International? 

A. Mr. Stanley McCormick was present frequently; Mr. 
Bentley rarely, if at all; I could not say positively that he 
was never present, but very seldom, if ever. 
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Q. Have you preserved, Mr. Legge, any notes or memo- 
randa or papers relating to the transactions and occurrences 
and conferences in 1902 which, have enabled you to refresh 
your recollection as to what transpired at those conferences? 

A. I have not. 

Q. You have not, I take it, then, refreshed your recollec- 
tion by referring to any contemporaneous papers ? 

A. Only in one instance. I did find among some old 
papers a memorandum, or I have seen a memorandum, with 
reference to the money furnished Mr. Middlekauff for the 
Milwaukee option. That is the only piece of paper on record, 
of any kind, that I have seen from which I could refresh my 
recollection. 

Q. When did you see that? 

A. Some months ago, at the time Mr. Middlekauff testified. 

Q. Was that an entry on the books? 

A. No, it was not, 

Q. Whose memorandum was it? 

A. It was a memorandum of Mr. Eanney, the man who 
secured the money and gave it to Mr. Middlekauff, and was 
useful only as to establishing the date in my mind. 

Q. Will you endeavor to produce that memorandum? 

A. I will try to find it, yes, sir. 

Q. That memorandum, I take it, had reference to the final 
securing of the option on June 24 or June 25? 

A. June 24 was the date of it. 

Q. Have you any papers or memoranda which enable you 
to refresh your recollection as to the date of the earlier at- 
tempt to get the option? 

A. I have not. 

Q. You have stated that your recollection was of a date 
somewhat earlier than that stated by Mr. Middlekauff. Were 
you aware of the fact that when Mr. Middlekauff testified he 
was referring to personal memoranda which he had pre- 
served? 

A. No ; I was not here when he testified. 

Q. Which were contemporaneous with the event. 

A. I was not aware of that. 

Q. When was this offer of William Deering? 

A. I cannot give the date. It was some time prior to the 
date of these discussions. How long prior I cannot say. 

Q. Was it in the year 1902? 

A. No. It may have been in the winter of 1900 or 1901 or 
at some prior date. 
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Q. Did you preserve any of those papers or figures which 
you state you made for the McCormicks in July, 1902? 

A. I think not. I have not searched for them, but — 

Q. You stated on direct examination that your under- 
standing was that the option was acquii-ed for J. P. Morgan 
& Company ; that is, the option on the Milwaukee plant. How 
do you reconcile that statement with the letter which is in evi- 
dence in this case signed by Harold McCormick and ad- 
dressed to Mr. Perkins, dated June 25, 1902, referring to the 
option in the following words : ' ' We authorize you to assign 
to J. P. Morgan & Company the option you obtained from the 
Milwaukee Harvester Company for us "I 

A. 1 cannot explain the use of the words ' ' for us. ' ' It cer- 
tainly was not obtained for them, or with their money. 

Q. Were you consulted in reference to the purchase of that 
option? 

A. Only as explained on direct examination, as to whether 
it could in any way implicate the McCormick Harvesting 
Machine Company in the purchase. 

Q. Did you know that the $100,000 was to be given to Mr. 
Middlekauff at the time it was given? 

A. I did. 

Q. When were you advised of that fact? 

A. At this conference I refer to. 

Q. What time of the day was it? 

A. It was during the forenoon; I could not give the exact 
hour. 

Q. Who was present at that conference? 

A. Mr. H. L. Daniels, Mr. Mayer, Mr. H. F. Perkins, I 
think — I am not quite sure as to H. F. Perkins — and some of 
the Messrs. McCormick — I could not say which one. 

Q. Was Mr. Cyrus McCormick there? 

A. I think not. My recollection is that Mr. Harold Mc- 
Cormick was there ; I could not be positive as to that. 

Q. Whose suggestion was it that Mr. Middlekauff be called 
down town? 

A. I don't understand. 

Q. Who made the suggestion that Mr. Middlekauff be 
summoned down town and be paid the money and be sent 
to Eacine? 

A. I do not recall any conversation about calling Mr. 
Middlekauff down town. The discussion was the payment of 
this money to Mr. Middlekauff for this purpose. 

Q. Well, how did the matter come up of paying the money 
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to Mr. Middlekauff for this purpose? How did the subject 1 
arise? 

A. Because we thought or the question arose in the mind 
of some of the Messrs. McCormick, whichever one was there 
— I think Mr. Harold, as I have testified — that they might be 
committing themselves, that is, the McCormick Company, to 
some interest in this purchase. 

Q. Well, how did the subject arise? How did it come up 
— the discussion? 

A. I was called in with the other gentlemen named to dis- 
cuss that question, and asked the question if in our judgment 
there was any liability on their part in the payment of this ^ 
money to Mr. Middlekauff for that purpose. 

Q. You cannot remember anything connected with the 
transaction other than what you have testified? Have you 
given a full and complete description, to the best of your 
recollection, of everything that transpired in connection with 
this option? 

A. I am not sure that I stated on direct that the matter 
was held in abeyance for some considerable period of time 
endeavoring to get Mr. Perkins by telephone, I should say 
for a period of several hours before they succeeded in finding 3 
Mr. Perkins. After communicating with Mr. Perkins instruc- 
tion was given Mr. Eanney to go ahead and get the money. 

Q. "Why did they want to talk to Mr. Perkins? 

A. Some one in this conference suggested they had better 
make sure that there was a clear understanding between Mr. 
Perkins and them as to the payment of this money on this 
option and that thej' were not incurring any responsibility in 
so doing, and after succeeding in reaching Mr. Perkins by 
phone they instructed Mr. Eanney to go ahead and get the 
money. 

Q. What I am trying to get at is : who first suggested the 4 
buying of that option on June 24th, or June 25th, at this con- 
ference. 

A. The buying of it at that time was not suggested at that 
conference, Mr. Grosvenor. When I was called into the con- 
ference, there had been, through Mr. Daniels, who was pres- 
ent, some communication with ]\Ir. Middlekauff — by whom I 
cannot say, except that Mr. Daniels was the man who had the 
talk with Mr. Middlekauff. 

Q. In other words, Mr. Legge, this is what I am getting 
at: you were not the primary party in the transaction; you 
were not present throughout, and could have learned only 
in part of what was going on? 
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A. I was not present when Mr. Daniels was asked to see 
Mr. Middlekaufl:', which I understand was the case. 

Q. You were called in after the conference had been pro- 
ceeding for some time, and you have testified as to everything 
that you knew? 

A. No, I think I was called in to this particular conference 
at its start, at its origin, but this was after Mr. Middlekauff 
had gone to Racine, and learned that it would take $100,000 
in cash to secure this option. 

Q. Now, have you stated all that you recall about that 
transaction? 

A. I think I have. 

(The hearing was here adjourned until the morning of 
Thursday, June 26, 1913, at 10:00 o'clock.)

ALEXANDER LEGGE, recalled : 

Cross-Examination Resumed by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Mr. Legge, you stated yesterday, on direct examina- 
tion, that the so-called exclusive clause in the commission 
agency contract for the years 1902, 1903, and 1904 was prac- 
tically a dead letter. You have been present at many of the 
hearings in this suit, have you not? 

A. Quite a number, yes, sir. 

Q. Were you present during the cross-examination of Mr. 
Donnellan, at Kansas City, at which time I read to him a large 
number of extracts from various circulars and reports of the 
Sales Committee, which circulars and reports are in evidence 
in this case? 

A. I was present at least part of the time. 

Q. Let me direct your attention to some of those circulars. 
I want to know whether or not you can produce any circulars 
or any reports or any instructions issued by your Chicago 
office to your agents which have at any time revoked the in- 
stru'ctions contained in the circulars now in evidence in this 
case. These circulars or reports of the Sales Committee are 
incorporated in the record in this case on pages 2, 102, 104, 
106, 109, 118, 119, 264, and 285 of Vol. II, and pages 235 and 
458 of Vol. III. Have you been able to find or have you made 
search for any circulars issued to the agents giving them in- 
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1 structions contrary to or revoking the instructions contained 
in those circulars? 

A. I have not made any search, and I am quite certain that 
no such circulars were issued revoking or changing those in- 
structions. 

Q. Defendants' Exhibit 183 does not purport to give, does 
it, the number of dealers having contracts or doing business 
with you, but simply gives the number of dealers having com- 
mission contracts or sales contracts on the old lines? 

A. That is correct. 

Q. So that this does not in any way attempt to amend the 

2 figures given by Mr. Wood, the secretary of your company, 
in response to the request of the Grovernment, and introduced 
in our case, which exhibit stated the total number of dealers 
with whom you do business? 

A. No, it does not. 

Q. Eeferring to that exhibit, please state the purpose of 
it. 

A. The exhibit shows the percentage of contracts to the 
total number of towns in which our goods of the old line were 
offered for sale. 
o Q. Is it not a fact that in a large number of those 20,630 
towns, which is the number of towns given, there is only one 
dealer? 

A. I would not say a large number. There are such towns, 
but I should say that rather a small number of the towns 
have only one dealer. That would be true in the eastern ter- 
ritory, I think. 

Q. What do you mean by "that would be true" — what I 
said, or what you said? 

A. That there would be a number of towns where there was 

only one dealer. Where the country is closely railroaded, 

4 where you often find towns a mile and a half or two miles from 

an adjoining town, it frequently happens that there is only 

one merchant in those places -handling farm machinery. 

Q. You have not attempted to count up the number of 
towns which have two dealers or three dealers and based your 
percentage upon the number of towns having more than one 
dealer, in which you have more than one agent ? 

A. No, I have not. 

Q. In estimating your percentages you have grouped in 
every town, whether that town had only one agent or not? 

A. Yes, sir, that is correct. 

Q. As a matter of fact, these recapitulation sheets would 
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give a much better idea than this percentage table as to the 1 
number of towns in which you have two dealers ? 

A. It would in the territory covered by the recapitulation 
sheets. 

Q. As I understand your testimony on direct examination, 
the recapitulation sheets endeavor to portray or represent the 
conditions in the grain binder territory. 

- A. 75 per cent, of our domestic binder trade is represented 
in the territory covered by the recapitulation sheets. 

Q. In this percentage table you have included all the towns 
in the South and in New England, where there are no binders 
sold, have you not? 2 

A. That is the way our records are kept. We haven't them 
in the other way. They could be dug out of those sheets. 

Q. I am not making any insinuations; I am just asking 
you as to the fact. 

A. That is the fact. 

Q. In making these percentages you have not on Defend- 
ants' Exhibit 183 confined yourself to the grain binder terri- 
tory which is included or embraced within the recapitulation 
sheets, but you have gone to the entire United States! 

A. That is correct. o 

Q. In a large part of which territory there are no grain 
binders sold? 

A. Very few are sold in a large portion of it. I might add 
that there are mowers sold in practically all of the territory, 
and the mowers are included in compiling that percentage. 

Q. You have also omitted twine and rakes from Defend- 
ants' Exhibit 183, which are very important lines, are they 
not? 

A. Twine and rakes are not included. 

Q. And those are very important lines, are they not? 

A. In volume of business twine is quite important. 4 

Q. How much twine did you sell, in dollars and cents, in 
1912? 

A. I would have to look up the figures to answer that, Mr. 
Grosvenor. I can supply it later. 

Q. It is a good many millions, isn't it? 

A. Yes, several million dollars. 

Q. Similarly referring to Defendants' Exhibit 184, you 
have omitted therefrom all reference to twine, haven't you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Is it not a fact that your sales of twine in the United 
States, in dollars and cents, aggregate a great deal more than 
yoursales of a number of articles, such as side-delivery rakes. 
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hay loaders, tedders, sweep rakes, and so forth, on that list? 

A. It is. 

Q. And is it not also true that the number of agents 
handling your twine is very much larger than the number of 
agents handling any one article on that list except binders, 
mowers, and reapers? 

A. I think that is true. This list refers to the new lines 
and to the charge that the new lines trade was forced by our 
standing in the binder business. The twine was not a new 
line and therefore was not included. 

Q. But you purport to represent or state the old lines at 
the top of that exhibit; do you not? 

A. We state at the top of the exhibit exactly what is in- 
eluded — binders, mowers, and reapers. 

Q. If you were going to add all the dealers handling your 
old lines, you would have to add a large number who handle 
twine, would you not? 

A. No, I think not. I do not think we have any considerable 
number of dealers handling twine who do not handle binders, 
because the twine trade is limited to the territory in which 
binders are sold. 

Q. It is also true, is it not, referring to Defendants' Ex- 
hibit 184, that the demand for many of the articles named on 
that exhibit is local, or localized, as compared with the de- 
mand for binders and mowers, particularly mowers, which are 
demanded all over the United States? 

A. That would be true of some articles. Articles like disc 
harrows, engines and farm wagons are sold in as large a ter- 
itory, if not a larger territory, than any of our old line goods — 
wagons particularly. 

Q. Referring to the question on Rec, p. 43 (Vol. XIV) in 
connection with this Exhibit 184, the second question from the 
end, "On the top line of that statement you have had placed 
the number of commission and sale contracts of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Company with dealers in the United States, 
in the various years named, from 1908 to 1913, inclusive? 
A. Yes. ' ' — should not that question be modified or corrected? 

A. Please give that again. I do not think I catch the mean- 
ing of your question. 

Q. You have not attempted by Defendants' Exhibit 184 to 
,£>ive the numbei' of commission and sale contracts of the In- 
ternational Harvester Company with dealers in the United 
States? 
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A. Only on the old lines, which are enumerated on the list, 
the total number. 

Q.- Then, your answer, as given on direct examination, was 
incorrect? 
A. 1 do not think so. 
Mr. McHugh : It speaks for itself. 

Mr. Grosvenor : Yes, but I want to get an accurate descrip- 
tion into the record. 

The Witness : If you mean that the totals at the head do 
not mean all the contracts we have on all the lines enumerated, 
yes. The statement shows that this is the number of contracts 
in the United States on the old line — binders, mowers and 
reapers, and then it goes on to show the exact number on each 
of the other new lines which have since been added. 

Q. Then, to that extent you want to modify the answer you 
gave to the other question, which was as follows: "Q. On 
the top line of that statement you have had placed the number 
of commission and sale contracts of the International Har- 
vester Company with the dealers in the United States, in the 
various years named, from 19.0'8 to 1913, inclusive? A. Yes." 
That is to say, you would correct that answer by saying that 
the statement applies only to commission and sale contracts 
on old lines. 

A. The aggregate at the top applies only to the old lines ; 
the other shows the exact number of contracts on each of the 
lines enumerated. 
Q. Omitting rakes and twine ? 

A. Omitting sulky rakes. Side-delivery rakes are one of 
the new lines. Sulky rakes are omitted. 
Q. And also omitting twine? 
A. Twine was omitted. 

Q. Eefer to Defendants' Exhibit 186 and state what the 
purpose of that exhibit is. 

A. The point covered is the question of whether we have 
used our binder lines to push the sale of new line goods. Obvi- 
ously, if that had been the policy pursued, we would have given 
the binder trade names to those new line goods. This state- 
ment shows to what extent that practice was followed. It 
shows in the last year's business that 2.65 per cent, of the 
sale goods sold in the United States were soM under any of 
the binder trade names — McCormick and Deering. 

Q. In making up tjiat estimate of percentages, what did you 
take as your basis for the new line goods, or what did you in- 
clude in that? Engines and wagons and tractors? 
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A. All of the new line goods included in the statement on 
Defendants' Exhibit 184. 

Q. Eef erring to Defendants ' Exhibit 184, what of those new 
lines are sold under McCormick and Deering trade names'? 

A. There are a few of the hay stackers, sweep rakes (or 
buck rakes as they are commonly called), and a few tillage 
implements sold only in the eastern territory. 

Q. And also some tedders, side-delivery rakes, hay loaders ? 

A. No side-delivery rakes or hay loaders. 

Q. I could not hear you. 

A. Side-delivery rakes and hay loaders are not sold_ under 
the trade names. There is one exception; there is a side de- 
livery rake sold under the name Osborne. 

Q. Tedders are sold under McCormick and Deering 
names 1 

A. Yes, tedders have been sold under the trade names. I 
would be glad to give you the details of the sales of each of 
them, if you wish, but I haven't them with me. 

Q. Mr. Legge, you were not one of the owners of the Mc- 
Cormick Company, were you? 

A. I was not. 

Q. Is there a general agent in your employ today named 
Claypool? 

A. There is. 

Q. Where is he located? 

A. At Fort Dodge, Iowa. 

Q. How many years has he been in your service? 

A. He has been in the service since the International was 
organized; I think some little time prior to that. 

Q. How long has he been a general agent? 

A. Perhaps five or six years. 

Q. Is there a man named Kilborne in your employ? 

A. Yes, sir; at Sioux City, Iowa. 

Q. Is he a general agent located there? 

A. He is. 

Q. How long has he been a general agent? 

A. He has been a general agent during all of the time that 
the International Harvester Company has been in business. 

Q. These different commission agent contracts which you 
have for the different lines, McCormick, Deering, Milwaukee, 
Piano, and Champion, are similar in terms, are they not? 

A. They are. 

Q. They have been such for a number of years? 

A. I think so. 
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Q. Did you have anything to do with the Osborne pur- j 
chase? 

A. I did not. 

Q. You were not a party to the negotiations? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You did not intend, then, on direct examination, to 
testify as to the purpose with which that company was pur- 
chased, in view of the fact that you did not have any part in 
the negotiations? 

A. I think the question was as to what value the Osborne 
property was to us. 

Mr. McHugh : That is right. 2 

The Witness : The answer was that the value to us, with 
which I was familiar, was the acquiring of a line of tillage 
implements. 

Q. Mr. Legge, you know that that was the largest company 
in the harvester business outside of the International, at that 
time, do you not? 

A. I think not, in the United States trade. I believe it 
was the largest of the America companies in the foreign field, 
in volume of business. 

Q. What company was doing more business than the Os- „ 
borne Company in the United States, in 1903? 

A. The Acme people had been doing more. I think in 
1903 they were suffering from some financial embarrassment 
and perhaps did not do as much business that year. 

Q. Let us address ourselves to conditions as they were 
when the Osborne Company was acquired. The Acme Com- 
pany was in trouble, was it not? It was in the hands of a 
Creditors' Committee at that time, was it not? 

A. I am not sure but what it was after that that the Credi- 
tors ' Committee took charge. 

Q. Can you name any company that was doing a larger 4 
business than the Osborne Company, in the United States, 
outside of the International, in 1903, in harvesting imple- 
ments ? 

A. I cannot say positively that the Acme had more busi- 
ness. From the standpoint of harvesting machinery they 
would have been more valuable to us than the Osborne. 
Q. They would have been? 
A. Yes. 

Q. Why is that? 

A. The plant was better located for the distribution of 
harvesting machinery, in domestic trade. 
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Q. Can you name any company other than the Acme that 
had a larger output than the Osborne ? 

A. I think not. 

Q. On direct examination you spoke of the fact that the 
International has 90 general agents today, whereas the Mc- 
Cormicks had 60 in 1902. During the time you were with the 
McCormicks they had been gradually increasing the number 
of general agencies, had they not? 

A. Yes, they had. 

Q. How many more general agencies did they have in 
1902 than they had in 18921 

A. I could not answer that from memory ; not a very large 
increase. 

Q. Deere & Company has increased its capitalization since 
1902, has it not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. So that at the time it had expanded into the other lines 
you have named, prior to 1902, it was a company much smaller 
than it is today? 

A. Yes; their first expansion in those lines, however, was 
as jobbers ; they bought goods from other manufacturers. 

Q. Deere & Company, before 1902, was not any larger 
than the McCormick Company was at that time, was it? 

A. I think not. 

Q. It was not as large, was it? 

A. I have not a very close line on their business. Perhaps 
not as large. 

Q. You did not mean to imply, then, on your direct ex- 
amination, that Deere & Company had been able to expand 
into other lines because they were a larger company than the 
McCormick was at that time? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You did not have any part in the borrowings of moneys 
for the McCormicks in the years 1901 and 1902, did you? 

A. Only as to their collections, as to dates of payment. 
Having charge of their collections, the matter was gone over 
with me at considerable length as to when they might reason- 
ably expect to meet these borrowings. So far as negotiating 
for the funds was concerned I had nothing to do with it. 

Q. And were not those borrowings as a rule paid off at 
the end of the season, the borrowings being made in the manu- 
facturing season? 

A. With a few exceptions, yes. As a rule they were paid 
off. They had some long-time money. 
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Q. You did not mean to imply, because the borrowings had 
increased from je&v to year, that the profits were less, did you? 

A. No, sir, I did not. 

Q. And as a matter of fact ever since the International 
Harvester Company was organized, as its volume of business 
has expanded, necessarily the amount of money it has bor- 
rowed has increased from year to year; is not that a fact? 

A. Yes, sir, it is. 

Q. Mr. Legge, you gave some testimony yesterday, on di- 
rect examination, in regard to the question of forcing in the 
new line by using the old line, which practice you deny. 

A. I do. 

Q. I want to ask you if you think this is an entirely frank 
statement of the conditions on your part. I read from p. 43 
(Vol. XIV) of your testimony: "To illustrate: if a salesman 
succeeded in getting a customer to take a shipment of goods 
because of personal friendship for himself, or because of the 
influence of other lines, as indicated by your question, the deal- 
er takes it reluctantly, he has not learned the goods, he has not 
any. confidence in them; he does it as a matter of accommoda- 
tion, or as a matter of thinking he has to, and he does not 
enter into the sale of them with any enthusiasm, and the result 
is unsatisfactory to him and to the representative of the com- 
pany. The next time the representative goes around to sell 
him goods, he finds that the dealer is probably carrying over 
a large part of what he will need for the next year, simply be- 
cause he has not been successful in disposing of them, and the 
fundamental trouble is that he did not believe in the goods, 
did not take sufficient interest in them; in other words, they 
were not properly sold, to commence with. ' ' Then, on Eec, p. 
50 (Vol. XIV), you gaA^e some testimony in respect to notes 
being taken at settlement time, in some cases for goods that 
were carried over. Now, is it not a fact, or is it not often the 
case, that when the dealer has taken more goods than he is 
able to sell, and is, as you say, carrying over a large part of 
what he will need for the next year, that the dealer has got 
to sell those goods in order to pay that note? 

A. I am sorry to say that he did not always succeed in 
selling the goods or in paying the note. We too frequently 
have to carry him for the simple reason that he cannot pay it. 

Q. He cannot pay it? 

A. He cannot pay if he has not sold the goods. 

Q. Then, until the goods are sold he has difficulty in meet- 
ing the note? 

A. In a majority of cases the local dealer has not sufficient 
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capital to pay for all his requirements unless he is able to dis- 
pose of the goods. 

Q. Then it becomes a matter with the dealer of obtaining a 
renewal of the note ? 

A. In many cases, yes, sir. 

Q. You have a very elaborate system, do you not, Mr. 
Legge, whereby you keep track of the credit of every dealer ; 
that is to say, you have a card index system, with a full state- 
ment of the resources and ability and credit of each dealer? 

A. We try to keep track of that as closely as possible. 

Q. That is necessary in your business? 

A. It is. 

Q. And you do that all over the United States ? 

A. I think so, except in a small territory where the goods 
are jobbed, where we are not dealing with the dealer. 

Q. You gave some testimony on direct examination respect- 
ing a search you made, according to your statement, to ascer- 
tain whether a man by the name of Callahan had ever been in 
your employ. Did you have any talk with Mr. Kilborne, your 
general agent? 

A. On that subject? 

Q. Yes. 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you have any talk with him in connection with the 
Creighton situation? 

A. On some other matters of the Creighton situation, yes, 
sir. 

Q. The commission agency contracts that you sign with the 
different dealers state the territory in which the dealer is 
made the agent? 

A. They are usually drawn to name the town and the vicin- 
ity. There is no close line drawn as to the limits beyond which 
he may not go. 

Q. But you make the dealer your agent to sell your lines 
in a certain territory which is more or less accurately defined 
at the beginning of the contract? 

A. It is defined as to the trade tributary to his town. That 
applies only on commission goods. 

Q. I want to ask you a few questions about some of these 
recapitulations. Some of the recapitulations, being the state- 
ments of the general agents, which you produced a couple of 
days ago, contain twine and rakes, and some of them do not; 
is not that the fact? 

A. I think that is the fact. In asking for that recapitula-

tiou twine was omitted. I cannot answer why, except we 
simply forgot it. 

Q. And these recapitulations endeavor to give the name of 
every dealer handling agricultural implements and the name 
of every town in each block in each general agency named on 
the recapitulation"? 

A. They do. I should say in explanation of that, however, 
that in the implement business the changes are frequent among 
local merchants, one sells out to another, some retire from 
business, others engage in it, so that it is constantly changing, 
and at no particular period would we wish to say that it was 
absolutely accurate. 

Q. I notice this one recapitulation, the Eichmond agency, 
includes a lot of dealers or so-called dealers who are credited 
with handling merely engines or cream separators. Is a man 
who sells merely engines or cream separators, and no other 
agricultural implement or machine, entitled to be called an 
implement dealer? 

A. He is a competitor with us on those particular lines. 
He may be a hardware merchant or engaged in some other line 
of business. :. , 

Q. You have, then, endeavored to include in your list any 
man who is handling any kind of agricultural implement, even 
though he may handle only one thing, such as cream separa- 
tors? 

A. If competing with us we have tried to include him. 

Q, And no matter how many implements he handles? 

A. There were no restrictions or instructions as to the size 
of his capital or the length of his line of goods. 

Q. For instance, referring to this Richmond general 
agency: Arlington, Indiana, Hutchinson & Son, handling 
merely gas engines, Fairbanks-Morse. Do you think they are 
entitled to be called regular dealers? 

A. The Fairbanks-Morse line of engines is one of our 
oldest competitors. 

Q. You think a man who handles one thing like that is 
entitled to be included in a list of implement dealers? 

A. As a competitor of ours in engines. 

Q. Here is Carthage, Indiana, Levi Butler, handling only 
gas engines of the Aermotor Company. 

A. The same applies, except that they are not as large a 
competitor in the engine line. 

Q. Evansville, Indiana, W. M. Moore, handling only the 
DeLaval cream separators. 

A. The DeLaval separator is the largest and strongest of 
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\ the competitors in cream separators. They sell a much 
greater number than we do. 

Q. That is not the point I am getting at, Mr. Legge. I 
understood that these lists were drawn up with the idea of 
giving an accurate description of the implement dealers in 
the territory. Now, you believe that a man who handles only 
one implement, such as a cream separator, is entitled to be 
called an agricultural implement dealer? 

A. Not necessarily an agricultural implement dealer. The 
list is intended to show the exact trade condition as nearly 
as possible on all of the goods which we manufacture or sell. 
2 Q- Here is Glenwood, Indiana, A. E. Lewark, handling 
only Gray motor engines; the same would apply to him as 
to the others; and Lewisville, Indiana, Hopper & Murphy, 
handling only gas engines ; and at Liberty, Indiana, two con- 
cerns, handling only gas engines; another concern handling 
only cream separators, none of these lines being your own, 
that is, International ; New Castle, Indiana : two concerns are 
put down here among other dealers, these two named handling 
only gas engines. 

A. I hope there are other concerns in the same town 
„ handling ours. 

Q. No, there are three concerns in New Castle that handle 
only engines. 

A. They are competitors on engines. 

Q. Now, look at New Castle, for instance. (Placing re- 
capitulation in front of witness.) You will find on this list 
that New Castle is credited with having eight implement 
dealers. Of those eight implement dealers, three handle gas 
engines and nothing else in the implement line. That leaves 
five regular dealers who handle general lines, does it noti 

A. The others seem to have a general line of farm ma- 
4 chinery. Those three are competitors only on engines. 

Q. You think that is typical of the way this list is pre- 
pared? 

A. No; you will find very few places, I think, where they 
have gone into it as exhaustively as that. That man has been 
a little more painstaking on the question of engine competi- 
tors than most of the general agents have been. 

Q. Is it not a fact that in New Castle there are only five 
regular implement dealers, as shown by this recapitulation? 

A. There are five handling a general line of farm ma- 
chinery and in addition there are three competitors on en- 
gines. 
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Q. But there are only five regular dealers there; is not 1 
that the fact? 

A. That is the fact, as the exhibit shows. 

Q. But this list of dealers has been swelled to show eight 
dealers, hasn't it? 

A. It shows three adidtional competitors on gasoline en- 
gines only. 

Q. The same general agency shows, on the same sheet, a 
competitor in Nultown handling only cultivators; and in 
Rushville, Indiana, a concern handling only gas engines, and 
another concern handling only drills ; and Straughn, Indiana, 
handling only plows. ^ 

A. In answer to that: each of the lines mentioned is sold 
to some extent by individual makers who do not carry a 
general line. There are perhaps eight or ten cultivator manu- 
facturers in the United States who manufacture and sell cul- 
tivators exclusively, and the same is true of cream separators, 
with a larger number, and on engines there are several hun- 
dred. 

Q. Referring now to your Exhibit 188, and to the first 
page. Binder Sales, Cost to Farmers, years 1898 to 1902. 
Where did you get that figure, $125 ? 3 

A. From my own personal experience and that of a num- 
ber of my associates who have been in the business practically 
all of their lives. 

Q. You did not refer to the appraisals in this case, made 
up of the Deering sales and of the McCormick sales, as show- 
ing the average price at which the binder was sold in the 
years 1900 and 1901 and 1902 by those companies, did you ? 

A. I think those appraisals showed the price at which the 
binder was sold to the retail implement dealer. This state- 
ment shows what we believe to be the average cost to the con- 
sumer, the farmer. 4 

Q. You have not answered my question. I say did you 
refer to those appraisals and endeavor to use the figures 
stated in those appraisals in preparing this exhibit? 

A. Only so far as the number of machines sold. 

Q. And that is the only use you made of the appraisals, 
to ascertain the number of machines sold? 

A. This was compiled, under my instructions, by the 
comptroller, and I think that is the only use which was made 
of the appraisals. I would not like to answer positively that 
he had not consulted the appraisals further. 

Q. I have not had an opportunity to study this rather com- 
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plicated exhibit which you introduced yesterday, but referring 
to page 2, is it not a fact, Mr. Legge, that in the ten years 
from 1890 to 1900 there was a large new territory opened up 
in the United States; in other words, there was in those years 
a great expansion of the grain territory and new grain farms 
were started ? Do you know whether that is the fact ? 

A. That is true in some localities; it is not true in others. 
In the territory in which I was operating personally we had 
less farms at the end of that period than a^ the beginning. 

Q. I have not made my question clear. Don't you know 
that the wheat acreage was very largely increased in the ten 
years from 1890 to 1900? 

A. I thought I had that information in this exhibit (188). 
There was some increase during that period ; I do not think a 
great increase. I thought I had that information on this 
statement or exhibit, but I do not find it. 

Q. You have not used those figures," have you, on your ex- 
hibit? 

A. I have the increase in the number of farms, but not the 
acreage of wheat for that period. 

Q. You stated, Mr. Legge, at the beginning of the hearing 
this morning, that some answer which you gave yesterday you 
desired to amend. 

A. I did. 

Q. You may now have an opportunity to do so. What is 
it you want to change ? 

A. Please read the last question and the last answer in the 
record of yesterday. (Eec, p. 64, Vol. XIV.) 

Q. (Reading.) "Q. Now, have you stated all that you 
recall about that transaction ? A. I think I have. ' ' 

A. I wish to amend that by saying that that covers all that 
I recall of the transaction up to that time. Mr. Daniels 
brought the option to the office, and with it a request from 
Mr. Middlekauff for a letter from Mr. McCormick to J. P. 
Morgan & Company, recommending him (Mr. Middlekauff) 
as candidate for manager of the Milwaukee property, and 
after some discussion it was decided not to give Mr. Middle- 
kauff such a letter to Mr. Morgan. This conversation was 
with Mr. Daniels, and Mr. Harold McCormick and myself were 
present at the time. 

Q. Do you know whether or not Mr. Harold McCormick 
gave Mr. Middlekauff a letter of instructions? 

A. Mr. McCormick gave Mr. Middlekauff a letter, which 
T have read in the record, introduced in Mr. Middlekauff 's tes- 
timony. 
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Q. Was that letter prepared at the conference in regard 
to which j'^ou have just now testified? 

A. It was not prepared ; it was discussed at that conference. 

Q. Was it written out while you were there? 

A. No, it was hot. 

Q. And were the instructions which were given to Mr. Mid- 
dlekauff, and which Mr. Daniels has testified he wrote out, in 
his own handwriting, on the back of that letter— were those 
instructions given to Mr. Daniels in your presence to give to 
Mr. Middlekauff? 

A. They were discussed in my presence. I think reference 
is made in that memorandum to the question of employment 
or position with the Morgans, if my memory serves me right. 
If you will please read that memorandum I think you will find 
that is referred to. 

Q. These are the instructions, reading from Vol. I, page 
159, the instructions having been on the back of the letter, 
"Explain failure to get 90 days, and explain terms to J. P. 
Morgan & Co. office at 10 o'clock Friday A. M. Leave letter 
and package at W. A. on arrival in city. See that it is put in 
hands of reliable party in office, but do not see Mr. Stanley. 
Give Mr. Perkins all information asked for that you would give 
us. Make no deal for any position at this meeting. Put your- 
self under Mr. Perkins' orders, either to stay in N. Y. or to 
return here. When will expert start on books? Who shall he 
be? Shall we manage that — through you — or otherwise? Be 
on guard regarding Judge Gary. He may be on train. ' ' 

A. The position referred to there as "make no deal" or 
"make no application for a position" is the question that I 
had in mind regarding his request for an endorsement as man- 
ager of that Milwaukee property for the Morgans. 

Q. What does the expression "be on guard regarding 
Judge Gary" have reference to, if you know? 

A. I heard that discussed, and my best recollection is that 
they were expecting some financial help from J. P. Morgan & 
Company; that they would prefer that Judge Gary, who was 
closely allied with one of their competitors, would not know 
anything about it. 

Q. Mr. Stanley McCormick evidently was in New York at 
that time; was he not? 

A. I thint so. 

Q. Now, it appears in this case that Mr. Stanley McCor- 
mick saw Mr. Perkins on the same day that Mr. Middlekauff 
arrived there, although he saw him separately. 

A. I do not know anything as to that. 
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Q. You were not acquainted with what instructions were 
given, or what was sent to Mr. Stanley, or what was in this 
package given to Mr. Stanley? 

A. No ; that matter I am not familiar with. 
- Q. You knew about this time that there was hope of getting 
the manufacturers together, didn't you? 

A. No, I did not. 

Q. Have you now stated all you care to in response to the 
question the answer to which you said you wished to correct ? 

A. This is the correction that I wish to make. You asked 
if that was all I knew of it, and I knew this much more concern- 
ing the option — which I wish to make plain. 

Q. Did you bring that memorandum which you said re- 
freshed your recollection? 

A. No, I did not. I will bring it over after lunch. 

Q. I wish you would. 

A. I requested Mr. Eanney to look it up for me, but neg- 
lected to call for it later. 

Mr. McHugh: We will produce it. 

Mr. McHugh : Q. The number of general agents that the 
International Harvester Company now has is about the same 
as it has had throughout its organization, isn't it? 

A. Approximately ; we have had a very slight change in the 
United States. 

COMMISSION AGENCY CONTRACT FOEMS. 

Mr. Remy : I now wish to introduce in evidence the follow- 
ing: 

Form of commission agency contract of the Milwaukee 
Harvester Company for the season of 1900 ; 

Form of commission agency contract of D. M. Osborne & 
Company for the season of 1902 ; 

Form of commission agency contract of the Deering Har- 
vester Company for the year 1902; 

Form of commission agenoy contract of William Deering 
& Company for the season of 1892 ; 

Form of commission agency contract of the Piano Manu- 
facturing Company for the season of 1892; 

Form of commission agency contract of the Piano Manu- 
facturing Company for the season of 1902; 

Form of commission agency contract of the Warder, Bush- 
nell & Glessner Company for the season of 1892 ; 
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Form of commission agency contract of Warder, Bushnell I 
& Glessner Company for the season of 1902. 

It is understood and agreed that these contracts, which are 
printed forms, may be introduced in evidence without identi- 
fication, and that they were the contracts of said companies 
in force for the years and seasons mentioned, the same not 
to be printed in the record, 

Mr. Grosvenor : I object to the introduction of these docu- 
ments on the ground that they are immaterial. 

(The papers were marked Defendants' Exhibits 189 to 195, 
inclusive.) 2 



J. C. WAENES, being duly sworn as a witness on behalf of 
the defendants, testified as follows: 

Direct Examination by Mr. Remy. 

Q. State your name and address. 

A. J. C. Warnes; 228 North Taylor Avenue, Oak Park, 
Illinois. 

Q. What is your position? 

A. Chief inspector of the International Harvester Com- 
pany. 

Q, How long have you held that position? 

A. Five years. 

Q. How long have you been acquainted with the harvester 
business? 

A. 13 years. 

Q. In whose employ did you start in that business! 

A. The Deering Harvester Company. 

Q. What are your duties as chief inspector of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company? 

A. I have general supervision over the inspection depart- 
ments of the different works, including the system of inspec- 
tion, the personnel of the inspection force, the efiSciency of 
the inspection — inspection matters generally. 

Q. What is the function of the inspection department? 

A. The function of the inspection department — you mean 
of all the different works, or my own? 

Q. The work with which you are familiar. 
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A. The function of the inspection department of all the 
works is to insure good quality of the material that enters 
into the goods, into the product, and the proper manufacture 
of the product. 

Q. Are you familiar with the systems of inspection which 
were in force at the works of the Milwaukee, Piano, Deering, 
McCormick, Champion and Osborne companies prior to 1902? 

A. Only where those companies manufactured the har- 
vester line, or the line that they are at present manufacturing. 
Take it at the Milwaukee works, where they do not manu- 
facture the harvester lines now, I do not know what kind of 
inspection they had there in the harvester end of it. 

Q. But you were familiar with the inspection in force at 
the McCormick, Deering, and Champion works prior to 1902? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How have you acquired that familiarity? 

A. Because I knew what system had been prevailing, the 
features that were unsatisfactory, and the changes that were 
made subsequently. 

Q. What is the importance of the inspection work with 
reference to the harvester line? 

Mr. Grosvenor: I object to all this as being wholly im- 
material. 

Mr. Remy : All right. That objection will apply to all of 
this examination. 

Mr. Grosvenor: Yes. 

A. In raw materials it is necessary to see that the proper 
quality of material enters into the machines, in order to 
avoid breakage in the field in busy seasons and great losses 
at that time; and it is also necessary to have proper inspec- 
tion in the course of manufacture to see that there is no diflS- 
culty in assembling the machines or in their proper operation 
when they are set up, and no shortages in the packages of 
parts that are shipped out. 

Q. Describe what work is done at the plants making the 
harvester line, with reference to the inspection of the raw 
material. 

A. Laboratories are maintained at each of these works, 
in which the material is inspected and tested when it comes 
in and before it is used, and if it does not meet the specifica- 
tions it is rejected. We have specifications on practically 
all of the standard materials, and it is the function of the 
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laboratories to inspect these raw materials. Sometimes the ] 
inspection of raw materials is directly under the inspection 
department, and sometimes it is independent of the inspection 
department and under the laboratories. But all the way 
through an effort is made to see that the standard quality of 
material called for in the specification is obtained from the 
shipper. 

Q. What work is done with reference to inspection during 
the course of manufacture? 

A. The inspection department during the manufacture 
sees that each piece and part is made according to the blue- 
print and the samples used and in a manner that will work ^ 
properly in the place it is intended to go, and that it is of 
proper strength, proper size, and so forth, and fit. 

Q. What inspection, if any, is made after the machines 
have been manufactured and before they are shipped away, 
in the harvester line? 

A. May I add a little bit more to the last question you 
asked? 

Q. Certainly. 

A. I was not quite through and wish to defer the answer 
to this question until 1 have answered the other one. In the 3 
course of inspection and during the manufacture of the ma- 
chine it is the function of the inspection department to see 
that the jigs and other equipment are all right, and to see that 
these do not get out of order and produce bad work; and 
whenever the quality does not come up to standard the first 
thing that is done, if necessary, is to examine the jig or the 
equipment and hold that up, if it is not what it should be. 

Q. What inspection, if any, is made after the harvester 
machines are manufactured and before they are sent to the 
field? 

A. A percentage of them is set up in what they term the 4 
setting-up room and they are run off by a pulley from a belt 
and the binders are tried to see that all the parts properly 
operate and that the adjustments are correct; that the ten- 
sions are what they should be, the cord-holder and the knotter 
and all the parts are gauged ; they are put through the regular 
motions of that machine that it gets when it is in the field, 
and then it is Also examined to see whether all the parts are 
present in the box. And they are often then, in addition to 
this, given special tests, that is in- addition to the regular 
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tests that they get every day. They invariably get special 
tests from time to time, to test the strength of different parts. 
And they are also tested and examined to see if the finish is 
correct, the mesh of the gears proper and the shafts in align- 
ment; also that the temper of the parts that require temper 
is sufficiently hard. 

Q. How does the inspection at present compare with that 
in effect at the Deering Works before 1902? 

A. It is better. 

Q. In what respect is it better now! 

A. Prior to 1902 they did not mill all their machines out 
the way they do now; that is, set them up on racks and run 
them when they assemble them, but they simply assembled 
them and assumed that they would run properly. They did 
not examine the gears for trueness as close as they do now. 
Since then they have lowered the limits. Take the gears of 
the harvester frame ; for instance, for trueness, the tolerance 
on that used to be one sixteenth of an inch, and now it is down 
to one thirty-second of an inch on wabble. And the inspection 
of the raw material now is better than it was then, and their 
system of inspection is better now. Their inspection require- 
ments in the specifications are closer. The fit of the different 
parts is better. Their equipment is better. If you want me 
to cite an instance I can do so. 

Q. All right. 

A. For instance, on the Deering main frame in the old 
form in which they built that, they would set the parts up and 
stick the rivets in and fasten them together, and the parts 
of the main frame would get out of alignment. But now, in 
the present form, it is in place with a solid form that clamps 
them rigidly while they are being riveted, and thus insures 
the frame being rigid and square. 

Mr. Grosvenor : Do you have any duties in connection with 
the advertising and selling departments, as well as the in- 
spection ? 

The Witness : No, sir, none whatever. 

Q. What is the fact as to the present inspection of the 
McCormick Works compared with what it was before 19021 

A. The McCormick Works have more gauges now and 
their system of inspection is a little closer than it was at that 
time. I have gone into the inspection down there very care- 
fully, in detail, from time to time, and in going over that I 
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would ask them how long certain systems were prevailing \ 
and when they made certain gauges. For instance, they used 
to have few gauges to gauge the size of the gear teeth and 
now practically all gears are gauged. They have a special 
milling test that they give the machines now, that they did 
not used to give them, and they have a great many more 
gauges, too, on the knotter and cord-holder and the binder 
parts than they ever had before. 

Q. What is the fact as to whether the inspection at the 
Champion Works now is as good as it was before 1902? 

A. The inspection of the Champion Works has been very 
much improved; it has been brought up to a standard that 2 
would compare with what they have at the Deering and the 
McCormick Works. At the Champion Works they had no 
place or room in which they could try off their machines. 
They have an excellent place for doing that now, and they 
use gauges where they never thought of using gauges before. 
All the complaints in regard to the machines from the outside 
come through my hands, and I can tell from these whether 
the inspection has been improved or not. Matters that go 
wrong are taken up with them, and corrections made. 

Q. How about the Osborne Works'? Is the inspection there g 
as good as it was? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Please state whether similar care is given to the Cham- 
pion, the Piano, the Osborne, the Milwaukee machines, as is 
given to the McCormick and the Deering machines. 

A. The same careful inspection is given to all machines ; no 
distinction is made at all. 

Q. You spoke a while ago about the machines being tested 
after they were manufactured. Through what tests are those 
machines put? You say they are set up? 

A. Some of them are taken down in the yard and tried, 4 
run over the railroad tracks, run over rough places, and at 
high speed. The mowers, for instance, are set up and with 
belt power run at the rate of four miles an hour, which is con- 
siderably faster than they ever get in the field. The rakes 
are put over rough places, where the teeth will catch. The 
reapers and harvesters are taken out in the worst kinds of 
places and tried off, even out of harvest season and this in 
addition to the regular test they get on the rack in the setting- 
up room. 

Q. Do you know whether or not the laboratories of the In- 
ternational Harvester Company at the works are as numerous 
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1 and are as well equipped as those of the old companies whose 
assets were purchased by the International I 

A. They are much better. I am familiar with all the lab- 
oratories. They have a new laboratory at the Deering Works ; 
they have brought it up at this end. It used to be down in the 
malleable foundry. They have brought it now up near the 
headquarters and increased the force and increased the equip- 
ment. They have machines for making tests there and equip- 
ment that they never had before. At the McCormick Works 
they have the reputation of having the best commercial lab- 
oratory in the city, outside of any professional laboratory. 

2 Q. At these various works are as many inspectors employed 
to inspect the machines now as were employed before 1902 ! 

A. More. 

Q. Does the statement I had you make give the number of 
inspectors employed at the various works of the International 
Harvester Company? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Please read the statement into the record. 

Mr. Grosvenor : I object to it as wholly immaterial. 

A. The statement is as follows :

(No cross-examination.) 

(A recess was here taken until 2:00 o'clock P. M.) 
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Mr. McHugh : I now deliver to counsel for the Government 1 
the original memorandum of Mr. Eanney, to which Mr. Legge 
referred in his testimony and which Mr. Legge was requested 
to produce. 

Mr. Grosvenor: Is this a contemporaneous memorandum? 

Mr. McHugh : Yes, I think so. Mr. Ranney is going to go 
on the stand and you can ask him about it. 



GEORGE A. RANNEY, recalled on behalf of the defendants, 
testified as follows : 

Direct Examination by Mr. McHugh. 

Q. Mr. Ranney, have you prepared a table showing the 
lines of implements that are manufactured by certain com- 
panies manufacturing agricultural implements in the United 
States? 

A. I have. 

Q. What companies are named in the table ? 

A. The International Harvester Company of America, 
Deere & Company, Moline Plow Company, Emerson-Branting- 
ham Company, the Rumely Products Company, the J. I. Case 
Threshing Machine Company, the Rock Island Plow Company, 
Parlin & Orendorff, and J. I. Case Plow Company. 

Q. I asked you whether that table covered lines manu- 
factured by these companies named. Does it cover more than 
that? 

A. It covers lines manufactured and lines sold. 

Q. Some companies job certain lines? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. From what data did you compile that chart or table ? 

A. This was compiled from the catalogues of the various 
concerns mentioned and from their advertisements in trade 
papers. 

Q. Were the catalogues used as the basis for that table 
the latest issue of catalogues? 

A. So far as we knew. 

Q. And the trade papers were late trade papers? 

A. Of recent issue. 

Q. Handing you table marked Defendants' Exhibit 196, 



2 
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I will ask you whether that is the table to which you referred? 

A. It is. 

Q. Does that table correctly set forth the lines of imple- 
ments that are sold by the various companies as shown by 
their catalogues and advertisements in the trade journals'? 

A. It does. 

Mr. McHugh: We offer in evidence Defendants' Exhibit 
196, the same to be printed in a separate volume of exhibits. 

Mr. Grosvenor: It is objected to as immaterial. 

(A volume of maps was marked Defendants' Exhibit 197.) 

Q. I hand you the volume of mapS' marked Defendants' 
Exhibit 197, and will ask you to state whether you prepared 
those maps or had them prepared. 

A. They were prepared under my direction. 

Q. And what do these maps show! 

A. These maps show the location of dealers handling In- 
ternational Harvester binders and mowers and the location 
of dealers handling binders and mowers manufactured by its 
competitors in the territory covered by the recapitulations of 
dealers' statements. 

Q. Which are already in evidence? 

A. Which are in evidence, yes, sir. 

Q. What mark on these maps indicates the location of the 
dealer handling International binder or mower? 

A. A black dot. 

Q. And what mark represents the .location of a dealer han- 
dling a binder or mower made by a competitor of the Interna- 
tional? 

A. A red dot. 

Q. What territory is covered by these maps? 

A. The territory is the principal small grain growing ter- 
ritory of the United States covered by the recapitulations al- 
ready put in evidence. 

Q. Under whose direction were these maps prepared? 

A. Prepared under mine. 

Q. What data besides the recapitulations to which you re- 
fer were used in the preparation of these maps? 

A. The lists of competitors' dealers introduced in evidence 
by the Acme Harvesting Machine Company, the" Johnston 
Harvester Company, and lindsay Bros., the jobbers of the 
Johnston line. 
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Q. What instructions did you give with respect to pre- i 
paring these maps from the data you have named? 

A. I instructed that all of the dealers handling Interna- 
tional Harvester binders and mowers that were on the re- 
capitulations and that could be located on the maps, be indi- 
cated by a black dot. I further instructed that the lists of 
dealers introduced by the Acme Harvesting Machine Com- 
pany at Chicago, the Johnston Harvester Company at Pitts- 
burgh, and Lindsay Bros, at Saint Paul and Chicago, be se- 
cured, and that the dealers shown on those lists be carefully 
checked with the dealers shown on our recapitulations; that 
where our recapitulations showed any dealers that were not 2 
on the Acme or the Johnston lists, that they be eliminated 
from these maps. I further instructed that all other dealers 
on the competitors' lists that were introduced in evidence be 
located on the maps wherever the town is shown. I further in- 
structed that all other dealers handling competitive machines 
other than covered by those four lists referred to be put on 
the maps. Those were taken from our recapitulations and we 
have no means of checking those up. 

Q. Except by the recapitulations? 

A. Except by the recapitulations. 3 

Q. Then, those instructions carried out put upon the map 
the notations of places where the dealers handled binders or 
mowers as shown by the recapitulations, except where the 
lists of dealers furnished by competitors did not show those 
dealers, and you used the lists as furnished by the competi- 
tors, and used them so far as you could locate the town in 
every instance? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How many Acme dealers were shown on the I. H. Co. 
recapitulation sheets that were not included in the lists in- 
troduced in evidence in this case in connection with the evi- 4 
dence of the representative of the Acme Company? 

A. 240. 

Q. Were the 240 dealers, or the locations of those dealers, 
that were shown on the recapitulation sheets and not shown 
on the lists of Acme dealers mentioned, put upon these maps? 

A. They were not. 

Q. How many Johnston dealers were named in the I. H. 
Co. recapitulation sheets that were not included in the lists of 
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dealers in Johnston macliinery introduced in evidence at 
Pittsburgh, Saint Paul, and Chicago in this case? 

A. 276. 

Q. Was the location of any of those 276 dealers indicated 
on these maps? 

A. No. 

Q. How many dealers were shown on the list of dealers in- 
troduced in connection with the evidence of the representa- 
tive of the Acme Harvesting Company that are not shown 
upon the recapitulation sheets? 

A. There were 680 dealers on the list introduced by the 
Acme Harvesting Machine Company that were not shown on 
our recapitulation. 

Q. And the locations of those dealers are shown on these 
maps? 

A. They are indicated by red dots. 

Q. Each one is indicated by a red dot? 

A. Each one is indicated by a red dot. 

Q. How many Johnston Harvester Company dealers were 
there on the list of dealers introduced in evidence in connec- 
tion with the testimony of the representatives of the Johnston 
Company and the jobbers handling their line, that were not 
on the recapitulation sheets? 

A. There were 608 dealers on the three Johnston lists in- 
troduced in evidence that were not on our recapitulation 
sheets. 

Q. And was the location of each of those 608 dealers 
marked with a red dot upon these maps ? 

A. Each location of a dealer was so marked. 

Q. How many locations of dealers are there upon these 
maps in red over and above the number shown on the re- 
capitulation sheets? 

A. You mean the net increase? 

Q. Yes. 

A. Deducting from the additional number the number that 
we have eliminated? 

Q. Yes. 

A. There is a net increase of Acme agents of 440 and a 
net increase of Johnston agents of 332, or a total net increase 
of 772. 

Mr. Grosvenor: You mean that there is that number, 772, 
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more of red dots on these maps than there are names of John- 
ston and Acme dealers in the recapitulation sheets? 

The Witness : Yes. And those red dots were secured from 
the lists introduced in evidence by those competitors. 

Mr. Grosvenor : No, they were not introduced hy the com- 
petitors ; by you obtained from the competitors. 

The Witness : Very well. 

Q. How many International Harvester Company dealers 
that are shown on the company's recapitulations are not 
shown on the maps? 

A. There are 57. 

Q. Why were they not shown on the maps? 

A. Because the name of the town at which they were 
located was not printed on the map. 

Q. You could not indicate it? 

A. Could not indicate it. 

Q. You could not locate it? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Thero was no postofl&ce; it was not on the postoffice 
lists, either? 

A. No ; possibly a crossroads point, or a R. F. D. station, 
or something of that kind ; we could not trace it. 

Q. Were there any other exceptions found in comparing 
these lists? 

A: Yes. 

Q. What were they? 

A. (1) On the list of the Acme dealers introduced in evi- 
dence there were 41 locations that it was impossible to locate 
on the maps, practically similar to the 57 of the Harvester 
dealers on our recapitulations; (2) and on the Johnston list 
there were 27 that we could not locate on the map; (3) on 
the Acme and Johnston lists there were 72 dealers where the 
name of the town was misspelled, and by carefully checking 
either through Dun's or Bradstreet's or our recapitulations 
to locate the dealers, we assured ourselves of the correct 
spelling and then placed those locations on the maps. 

Q. And that applied to 72? 

A. 72 of the Acme and Johnston combined. There was 
one more exception: there were 15 competitive dealers on our 
recapitulations that we could not locate on the maps, and 
therefore they were not put upon the maps. 

Q. That is, they were at some crossroad settlement and 
you did not know where it was in the state? 
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1 A. Yes ; did not know where they could be located. 

Q. But the list of the Johnston Harvester dealers intro- 
duced in evidence covered the entire country? 

A. No, it did not. I should like to be permitted to read 
this description. The Johnston list covers the territory 
represented by these maps with the following exceptions : The 
state of Pennsylvania, the state of New York, and the terri- 
tory covered by their Omaha jobbers, namely, the state of 
Nebraska, the three western tiers of counties in the state of 
Iowa, and the counties of Union and Kinggold in the state of 
Iowa, and a-U of the territory in the state of South Dakota 

2 south of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad, running 
west from Flandreau to Wessington Springs. 

Q. And in the excepted territory, where you had no list 
in evidence of Johnston dealers, you followed the recapitu- 
lation? 

A. We took it from the recapitulation, yes, sir. 

Q. The black dot that represents the location of a dealer 
handling International Harvester Company's binder or 
mower may represent one, two, or three, or even four dealers? 

A. Yes, sir. 
g Q. The dot simply represents the location at which Inter- 
national Harvester Company's binders or mowers, or both, 
are on sale? 

A. That is correct. 

Q. And it may be that at any of these dots there would be 
more than one representative of the International lines? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And in respect to red dots ; if there were more than one 
dealer in the town handling a binder or a mower other than 
International, that location was marked by only one red dot? 

A. It was. 
4 Q. Were these maps prepared with care and thorough- 
ness? 

A. They were prepared with the greatest care. 

Q. I wish you would describe the thoroughness with which 
these maps were prepared. 

A. There were some 18 or 20 men working on those maps 
in teams. One team would take the recapitulation; one of the 
men would take the name of the town, would look up in the 
Atlas the reference to the location; would then call the name 
and the reference to his partner, who would then indicate that 
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on the map, with a black dot if it was an International Har- 
vester Company representative, and with a red dot if it was a 
competitor. When that block was completed from our reca- 
pitulations, another set of men would take the same map and 
would check back from the map to the sheets ; in other words, 
they would reverse the procedure, so that the cheeking was 
done by independent men. 

Q. What Atlas did you use to locate the dealers on the 
maps? 

A. It was the Rand-McNally Commercial Atlas for 1913. 

Q. And where did you get these maps on which you have 
placed the red dots? 

A. These maps were secured from Eand-McNally and 
they are termed the New Commercial Atlas Maps of the re- 
spective states, published in 1913. 

Mr. McHugh : The defendants now offer in evidence De- 
fendants ' Exhibit 197, comprising the 15 maps mentioned, 
bound in one volume, the same to be returned to the court 
with the evidence. 

Mr. Grosvenor: I object on the ground of immateriality, 
and reserve the right to make further objection after I have 
had an opportunity to examine the maps and to cross-examine 
the witness. Are you through with this witness now? 

Mr. McHugh: Yes. 

Cross-Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Mr. Eanney, as I understand that map and those dots, 
succinctly described, it is the black dots against the world, 
isn't it? 

A. I don't understand your question, Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. The black dots represent only the International Har- 
vester Company? 

A. Dealers handling binders and mowers, yes, sir. 

Q. The black dots represent the International Harvester 
Company's dealers, that is, dealers handling International 
binders and mowers? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q, The red dots represent any possible competitor; in 
other words, the red dots do not represent any one company, 
but they represent all the companies competing with the In- 
ternational? 
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A. They represent all competitors selling binders and 
mowers. 

Q. All the competitors of the International that sell bind- 
ers and mowers ? 

A. So far as we know, yes. 

Q. And the red dot may be an Acme agent, or it may be a 
Johnston agent, or it may be a Deere agent, or one of the 
other competitors of the International? 

A. Any agent who is handling competitors ' lines ; yes, sir. 

Q. But the black dot always represents the International? 

A. Always. 

Q. Have you counted up the dots? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Isn't it a fact that those maps show many more black 
dots than there are red dots? 

A. I could not answer that truthfully, because I do not 
know. 

Q. If you were to correctly state the exact number of deal- 
ers of the International by black dots, that is to say, if there 
was put a black dot for every dealer handling International 
binders and mowers, there should be a large number of black 
dots added to this list, because in many towns you have more 
than one dealer, but you have indicated only one dot, for every 
place where there is one dealer? 

A. That is true, and it applies with equal force to the red 
dots. 

Q. Aren't you familiar enough with the harvester condi- 
tions to know that there are very many more towns where 
there are several International dealers handling the Deering 
and the McComiick lines, than there are towns where there 
are two, say, Acme and Johnston agents? 

A. Well, there are other dealers handling other makes be- 
sides Acme and Johnston. 

Q. I say have you any figures in that matter? 

A. Is your question: Are there more International deal- 
ers than Acme dealers? Is that your question? 

Q. Aren't there a great many more towns where there are 
two International dealers than there are towns where there 
are two Independent dealers? Do you know as to that? 

A. I do not know as to that ; I cannot answer that. 

Q. Did you make any attempt to count up the black dots? 

A. No, sir. 
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Q. Or to count up the red dots? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Have you in these maps attempted to make any dis- 
tinction between agents for grain binders and corn binders? 

A. I cannot answer that, Mr. Grosvenor, without refer- 
ring to the instructions given at the time the recapitulations 
were ordered made, and I have not those with me. 

Q. I understood you to say that these maps were prepared 
under your instruction. Now, what instructions did you give? 
Did you give any different instructions respecting grain bind- 
ers and corn binders ? 

A. My instructions were given after the recapitulations 
were received, and are given fully in the evidence. 

Q. Don't you know as a matter of fact that the most of 
the Johnston agents handle the corn binders? 

A. No, I do not. 

Q. Then, yon have prepared these maps without attempt- 
ing to indicate whether it is corn binders or grain binders that 
are handled? 

A. I did not make any distinction so far as my instruc- 
tions were concerned, differentiating between those two. 

Q. Then, you did include both corn binders and grain 
binders in these maps, did you? 

A. I cannot answer that. 

Q. What did you mean by your first statement about these 
maps showing towns where dealers handle binders and mow- 
ers? What did the term "binder" include? 

A. I will have to ask you to refer to the evidence in regard 
to the recapitulations for that. 1 was not responsible in the 
preparation of the recapitulations. 

Mr. McHugh : You took the binders and mowers as shown 
on the recapitulations? 

The Witness : Yes, sir. 

Mr. Grosvenor: I am going to suspend the cross-examin- 
ation until I have had an opportunity to look at these papers, 
and I will ask the witness to return tomorrow morning, be- 
cause this is a rather formidable document to present for 
cross-examination without any previous chance for inspec- 
tion. 

Mr. McHugh: All right, sir. 

Mr. Grosvenor : And I wish you would endeavor, Mr. Ran- 
ney, to find out whether there has been any attempt to keep 
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1 the agencies for corn binders and grain binders distinct in 
preparing this map. 
The Witness: All right. 
(Mr. Grosvenor takes possession of the maps.) 



W. M. EEAY, recalled on behalf of the defendants, testified 
as follows: 



Direct Examination by Mr. Post. 

Q. State your name, residence, and occupation. 

A. William M. Reay; Chicago; comptroller of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company. 

Q. As comptroller of the International Harvester Com- 
pany have you charge of its accounting and statistical rec- 
ords? 

A. I have, yes, sir. 

Q. I show you, Mr. Eeay, a statement containing a sum- 
mary of gross sale proceeds of Champion, Deering, McCor- 
mick, Milwaukee, Osborne, and Piano companies for the year 
1902, and of the International Harvester Company for the 
years 1903 to 1912, separating foreign and domestic trade, 
and old line and new line, and fibre and steel sales. Was this 
statement prepared under your direction and supervision? 

A. It was. 

Q. What is included under the heading "Old Lines"? 

A. It includes grain machines, mowers, rakes, corn bind- 
ers, and their repairs and attachments, and twine. 

Q. What is included under the term "New Lines"? 

A. The balance of the goods manufactured by the Inter- 
national Harvester Company and its affiliated companies, to- 
gether with any goods purchased and re-sold by any of those 
companies. 

Q. What is included under the heading "Steel Products, 
Fibre Sales, etc."? 

A. That covers the sales of steel and steel products of the 
Wisconsin Steel Company to customers other than the In- 
ternational Harvester Company, and fibre sales made by Mc- 
Leod & Company in New York and London, and some minor 
miscellaneous sales. 
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Q. Does this statement include inter-company sales! 1 

A. It does not ; none. 

Q. Does the statement correctly state the total amount of 
the sales of the International Harvester Company for the 
years 1903 to 1912, divided into foreign and domestic, and 
into old lines and new lines? 

A, It does. 

Q. And separating also the steel products, the fibre sales, 
etc.? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. "What does the column headed "Per Cent. Year's 
Sales" represent? 2 

A. That indicates the percentage of each of those classi- 
fications to the total sales by years. 

Q. What do the figures for the year 1902 include — that is, 
the sales of what companies are included in the figures shown 
for 1902? 

A. They represent the sales of the Champion, Deering, 
McCormick, Milwaukee, Piano, Osborne companies. 

Mr. Post: The defendants offer in evidence the statement 
referred to, which has been marked Defendants' Exhibit 198. 

Mr. Grosvenor : No objection. g 

Defendants' Exhibit 198 is as follows: 
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1 Q. I hand you a chart, which has been marked Defendants' 
Exhibit 199, showing Comparison between Total United 
States Exports and International Harvester Company Ex- 
ports for the seasons 1902 to 1912, inclusive. Please state 
whether the tables on this chart and the chart itself were pre- 
pared under your direction and supervision. 

A. Yes, sir, they were. 

Q. What is the source of the figures shown under the 
heading "Value Total Exports"? 

A. The value of the total United States exports is taken 
from the Foreign Commerce of the United States for the year 

2 ending June 30, 1912, issued by the Department of Commerce 
and Labor, Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce. 

Mr. Grosvenor: Total exports of what? 

The Witness : The total exports of all kinds 'from the 
United States, as shown by that — 

Mr. Grosvenor: All kinds of what? 

The Witness : All kinds of commodities and materials. 

Mr. Grosvenor: You mean to say it relates to the entire 
foreign business of the United States — cotton and everything 
else? 
g The Witness : Yes, sir ; I so understand the table. 

Mr. Grosvenor: We object to this as immaterial and 
irrelevant. 

Q. What is the source of the figures shown under "Value 
I. H. Co. Exports"? 

A. That represents the value of the exports of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company for the years 1903 to 1912, in- 
clusive. 

Q. What figures have been taken in arriving at these 
values ? 

A. The exact figures as reported to the Government of the 
4 United States, as shown by the certified copies of manifests 
which are submitted with each export shipment. 

Q. Are those figures the basis on which the Government 
makes up its figures of exports? 

A. I understand so ; that is the only source of information 
which the Government possesses. 

Q. They are the values stated on the manifests, a copy of 
which is furnished to the Customs officials? 

A. Yes, sir; a certified copy. 

Q. Wliat does the line on the chart marked "Total Ex- 
ports" indicate? 
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A. It indicates that from 1902 to 1912 the total exports 
from the United States have increased 60 per cent. 

Q. What does the line shown on the chart marked "I. H. 
Co. Exports" indicate? 

A. It indicates that from 1902 to 1912, the exports of the 
International Harvester Company have increased 242 per 
cent. 

Mr. Post: I offer in evidence Defendants' Exhibit 199. 

Mr. Grosvenor: I object to this evidence on the ground 
that it is wholly and absolutely immaterial and irrelevant.

A. The year 1899 is taken as the index, or 100, that year 
representing the average of the previous ten years, as estab- 
lished by the Bureau of Labor statistics. 

Q. What does the table under the heading "Farm Prod- 
ucts" indicate? 

A. It indicates that from the year 1899 to 1912 the aver- 
age value of farm products in the United States increased 
about 71.3 per cent. 

Mr. Grosvenor: My objection, based upon the immaterial- 
A ity of these questions goes, I suppose it is agreed, to all the 
testimony of this witness on all these exhibits, as well as to 
the exhibits themselves? 

Mr. Post : It is so agreed.

A. In 1902 the difference between the maximum and the 
minimum was 24 per cent.

He intended to give you the total 
amount of money that had been borrowed in Europe for the 
years 1903 to 1912, including a portion of the year 1913. 

Mr. Grosvenor: You never borrowed $90,000,000 abroad 
in one year, did you? 

The Witness : No, sir, nor in this country, either.

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2 Q. In the year 1907 was there an increase in prices made 
for the season of 1908, in certain lines?

A. It continued up until the close of the 1911 season. 

Q. What was the increased cost of materials entering into 
the manufacture of the old lines sold in the United States be- 
tween the years 1903 and 1912, inclusive, over and above what 
it would have been upon the basis of the prices prevailing in 
1902? 

A. A little over $9,000,000. (After a pause.) May I com- 
plete that answer? A little over $9,000,000 on the old line 
goods sold in the United States.

Farm Values and Purchasing Power of Farm Products. 

Page 14. — In my report of 1910 I showed that the value of 1 acre of the " 
farmer's crops in 1909 was 72.7 per cent more than in 1899; that the cost of 
articles purchased by farmers had Increased about 12.1 per cent; and, conse- 
quently, the purchasing power of the produce of 1 acre in 1909 was about 54 
per cent greater than the purchasing power of the produce of 1 acre in 1899. 

Page 15. — An extensive inquiry has been made by the Bureau of Statistics 
among retail dealers doing business with farmers relating to prices paid by 
farmers for articles usually purchased by them. From this inquiry it appears 
that most articles purchased by farmers cost more in 1910 than in 1909, the 
average Increase being about 1.5 per cent. Therefore the purchasing power of 
produce of 1 acre in 1910 was about 7.3 per cent less than in 1909, but still about 
44.1 per cent more than in 1899. The purchasing power of an acre of corn In 
1910 was about 13.3 per cent less than in 1909 and 39.2 per cent more than In 
1899; the purchasing power of an acre of wheat in 1910 was about 20.2 per cent 
less than in 1909 and 53.2 more than in 1899; and the purchasing power of an 
acre of cotton in 1910 about 9.5 per cent more than in 1909 and 44.1 per cent 
more than in 1899.

Definition of a Farm for Census Purposes. 
(Abstract of 13th Census of U. S., Page 265.) 

Farm. — ^A "farm" for census purposes is all the land which 
is directly farmed by one person managing and conducting 
agricultural operations, either by his own labor alone or with 
the assistance of members of his household or hired em- 
ployees. The term "agricultural operations" is used as a 
general term referring to the work of growing crops, pro- 
ducing other agricultural products, and raising animals, 
fowls, and bees. A "farm" as thus defined may consist of a 
single tract of land or of a number of separate and distinct 
tracts, and these several tracts may be held under different 
tenures, as where one tract is owned by the farmer and an- 
other tract is hired by him. Further, when a landowner has 
one or more tenants, renters, croppers, or managers, the land 
operated by each is considered a "farm." 

In applying the foregoing definition of a "farm" for cen- 
sus purposes, enumerators were instructed to report as a 
"farm" any tract of 3 or more acres used for agricultural 
purposes, no matter what the value of the products raised 
upon the land or the amount of labor involved in operating 
the same in 1909. In addition, they were instructed to report 
in the same manner all tracts containing less than 3 acres 
which either produced at least $250 worth of farm products 
in the year 1909, or on which the continuous services of at 
least one person were expended.

Cross-Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Mr. Ranney, you have produced, in pursuance of my 
request to Mr. Legge, a certain memorandum dated June 26, 
1902, and signed G. A. Ranney. Please state whether or not 
that is a memorandum prepared by you on the date indicated, 
relating to the Milwaukee transaction. 

A. It is. 

Q. And is that a memorandum which you prepared and 
retained for your own security in view of the fact that the 
president of the company, Cyrus H. McCormick, had directed 4 
you, as you have already testified, to make no entry on the 
books of the company in regard to that transaction? 

A. Yes ; it was retained simply as a memorandum for the 
reason that the original transaction did not appear on the 
books. 

Q. Was it retained as a personal memorandum of yours, 
for your own security? 

A. A personal memorandum of mine, for my own personal 
recollection, to put in with my other papers. 

Q. And it was taken from your own personal papers? 

A. Yes. 
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1 Q. And has been produced by you here from your own 
personal papers? 

A. It has been in my personal possession since that date. 

Mr. Grosvenor: I ask that the memorandum be copied 
into the record, after which it may be returned to Mr. Eanney.

W. M. RE AY, recalled, on behalf of the defendants, testified 

as follows : 



Direct Examination by Mr. McHugh. 

Q. Mr. Reay, when were the stocks of the International 
Harvester Company first listed on the New York Stock Ex- 
change ? 

A. I think the date was June 3, 1908. 
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Q. The International was the first of all agricultural im- 
plement companies to list stocks on the Stock Exchange? 

A. I never heard of any agricultural concern having previ- 
ously listed its public stock. 

Q. And your annual reports were printed and distributed 
publicly at the beginning of 1907? 

A. Yes, sir, for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1907, 
and have since been printed in voluminous detail, giving all 
the information necessary, and distributed to the public and 
to the stockholders. 

Mr. McHugh : That is all. 

Mr. Grosvenor: There will be no cross-examination, but 
I will ask Mr. Eeay to remain in the room as I may want to 
ask him one or two questions on rebuttal. 



Mr. Post: The petitioner offered in evidence a portion of 
a circular letter stamped ' ' International Harvester Company, 
Sep. 25, 1902," which circular letter was marked Petitioner's 
Exhibit 75.

Dear Sir : — 

We enclose herewith new commission agency contract 
blanks in the name of the International Harvester Company 
of America. Owing to the delay in getting out these blanks, 
the work of settling and recontracting has gotten considerably 
behind. We wish you would urge along in your territory 
both the work of settling and recontracting to make up for 
lost time and to get your work well in hand for next season. 
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FOHM OP CONTBACT. 

The new blank which will be used by all the Divisions is 
the result of the careful deliberation of all the sales mana- 
gers and represents a basis on which it is believed all the 
Divisions of the new company can work in harmony without 
prejudice to any. The main differences between the new 
blank and the old Champion contract are these: 

First: — The commissions are to be paid the agent in cash; 

Second: — The agent is not required to buy any cash re- 
pairs. All such parts as sections, guards, etc., heretofore 
sold outright, will in the future be furnished on commission 
at practically as low a price as heretofore on the sale basis. 

Third: — The agent is not required to keep the goods in- 
sured. 

We think all of these things will be considered desirable by 
Champion agents, and we are very much pleased that the 
new company by reason of its superior facilities is able to 
make to these agents such concessions as these that could not 
be afforded under the old organization. These concessions 
in the contract ought to enable you to recontract with all old 
desirable Champion agents, and also improve the organiza- 
tion where it is now weak. 

PBICBS AND TERMS. 

We will append to this letter a sheet giving you the prices 
and terms which you are to use in your general agency in 
contracting for Champion goods. In many cases these 
prices are lower than the prices that prevailed in CnAMPiorN 
contracts last season. You are not under any circumstances 
to make any lower prices than named in the schedule; nor 
can there be any allowances or concessions of any kind, or 
donations of any nature made. Very strict rules have been 
laid down by the Executive Committee as to prices and terms 
in contracts, and any variation from the schedule furnished 
you will result in non-acceptance of the contract. 

RETAIL PRICES. 

We presume some of the agents will be disappointed be- 
cause the new company does not undertake to control retail 
prices. The arguments on both sides of that proposition 
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have been gone over very carefully, and it was decided that 1 
it would not be wise for the new company to establish a uni- 
form retail price and attempt to compel agents to live up to 
it arbitrarily. Heretofore agents have complained of the 
lack of uniformity of the prices made by the manufacturers 
to their agents, and have asserted that they could control 
their local competition if all agents were on the same basis 
as to price. It should be your aim and that of your blockmen 
to encourage your agents to maintain a legitimate retail price 
— such a price as will give the agent a fair margin of profit, 
and local agents for all the divisions will be encouraged in 
this direction. If, when the selling season opens, any local 2 
agent shows a disposition to sell his machines without profit 
and by so doing makes the business unsatisfactory and un- 
desirable for agents of any of the other divisions, it will be in 
order for that local agent's general agent to apply such 
remedy as may be necessary for the situation, even to the 
extent of taking advantage of the provision in the contract 
for its cancellation. 

COMPETITION BETWEEN DIVISIONS. 

3 
It is of course most desirable that you should push the 

business vigorously in your general agency with a view of 
making the business done there by the Champion Division as 
profitable as possible. The different divisions now, however, 
are all members of one family, and nothing must be done to 
their injury. You are not to solicit a contract from a man 
who is now handling machines made by any of the other Divi- 
sions of the new company and not ours ; nor are you to solicit 
any of their employees to enter the service of this division. 
If you have any unsolicited applications, you are to take the 
matter up with the general agent interested for his attention 4 
and carry on no negotiations with the parties without his per- 
mission. If you know of any good agents in your division, 
who for any reason will not handle the Champion the com- 
ing season and would handle a machine made by some other 
division of this company, give such information promptly to 
some of the other general agents for their attention. 

CANVASSEBS. 

It has not been decided at this time to what extent can- 
vassers will be employed the coming season, but outside of 
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1 the men necessary in the Corn Harvester and Corn Shredder 
work, there will not be any canvassers employed before the 
spring season opens — probably March or April. It would be 
wise for you to interest yourself, as far as possible, in behalf 
of the good canvassers that you had last season, so that if 
those men are desired in the spring you could then get to- 
gether an effective canvassing organization. Doubtless some 
of your good local agents would like to employ some of these 
men during the winter months, or you may find opportunity 
to place them in temporary employment in some other line 
through the winter, so that you might have them in the spring 

2 when wanted. We think there will be no objection to your 
making personal service agreement with the best men you 
had this season — say not to exceed half of your working 
force of this year; the agreements to provide for beginning 
when wanted. We will send you some blanks for this purpose 
hereafter. 

EXCLUSIVE CONTBACTS. 

You will observe that these contracts call for the exclusive 
Q handling of Champion machines, and it "will be just as de- 
sirable in the future as in the past to have exclusive con- 
tracts, and we wish you to observe this in your contracting. 
Where our agent had a non-exclusive contract last year for 
a machine made by any of the divisions of this company, it 
will not be objectionable to make your contract permitting 
him to handle that machine next year if so desired. 

CORN BINDERS. 

We shall have a full supply of Corn Binders for next season 
4 and we wish you to bear this in mind in contracting and have 
the agent handle the Champion Corn Binder only in con- 
nection with other Champion goods. 

RAKES, sickle GRINDERS, ETC. 

You will find a contract form covering Rakes, Sickle Grind- 
ers, Attachments, etc., and we expect you to get a contract 
and order for these goods from each agent. The Champion 
Rake made a phenomenal record this season and the trade 
should be very greatly increased for next year. The sale of 
Rakes and other goods embraced in this contract will greatly 
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helpthe showing in your territory, and we expect you to take 1 
special pains to see that your blockmen push this feature of 
the work and sell as many of these Rakes as the trade will 
take. 



OIL. 

We have already advised you that we would handle oil this 
coming season, and we wish you to push the sale of that along 
with the other goods. 

TWINE. 2 

We expect to handle twine this coming season, but definite 
arrangements have not yet been closed up. We will give 
you further information and instructions on this subject a 
little later. 

ACCEPTANCE OF CONTEACTS. 

All contracts of all divisions will provide for acceptance 
at the home office. Leave no copy with the agents. If con- 3 
tract is accepted copy will be sent agent from Chicago. This 
is in accordance with our practice last year. 

GENERAL INSTBXJCTIONS. 

The other blanks that you have used in contracting, such as 
Slip for Printing Required, Report on Agent, Farmers' 
Names, etc., you will use and send in with the new contract 
as heretofore. We wish you and your blockmen to familiarize 
yourselves thoroughly with these contract blanks, so that you 
will be able to explain them to the agents and do your work 4 
properly. As above stated, the different sales divisions are 
operating under very strict rules laid down by the Executive 
Committee, and we do not wish you to send to us contracts 
that provide for a salary or guaranteed commission to the 
agent or contracts that are irregular in form, prices, terms, 
or that call for bonuses, concessions or allowances not specif- 
ically authorized. As stated above, it is very desirable that 
you make the very best possible showing in your territory in 
order that at the end of the season the Champion Division 
may make a satisfactory showing in comparison with the 
other divisions. It is of the utmost importance that you have 
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a thoroughly good organization of local agents and block- 
men. With the objectionable things eliminated from the busi- 
ness, the agencies ought to be more sought after than here- 
tofore, and where you need to improve you ought to be able 
to get the good local agents now handling machines not made 
by any of the divisions of this company, or should be able 
to get new concerns to go into the business. In recent years 
many good concerns have dropped out of the Binder busi- 
ness because of the abuses that had crept into it, and you 
have an opportunity now to get these men back into the busi- 
ness and enlist them in the sale of Champions. The busi- 
ness will be more satisfactory for the traveling men, and we 
think you ought to be able to improve and strengthen your 
force of bloekmen wherever that is necessary.

To General Agents. 
Dear Sir : — 

This season we want you to make every practicable effort 
to cut down expense for exporting. We know by persistent 
and judicious effort you can forestall a large per cent of this 
expense. 

Educate your local agents to handle the bulk of this work 
themselves. Wean them from the idea that an expert from 
the factory is needed to set up and start every machine they 
sell, or to repair and adjust it whenever complaint is made. 

Let us profit by the fact that Piano machines are unusually 
simple and comparatively easy to understand, set up and re- 
pair. The printed instructions covering these matters are 
full and plain, both in the book of Setting Up Directions which 
accompanies each machine, and in special booklet Form 5 D 
entitled Confidential Instructions to Experts. A large per- 
cent of complaints arise because these setting up instructions 
have not been carefully observed; for instance, in setting up 
a machiae great care should invariably be used to see that 
every part in turn works freely as soon as it is clamped in 
place, and before the entire machine is assembled; rollers 
must turn freely, bearings be free of paint and be properly 
lubricated ; otherwise, if the machine binds or runs hard after 
being set up, it is practically impossible to locate the trouble 
without taking the entire machine apart again. 

In nine cases out of ten it only requires a little effort on 
the dealer's part to do, or hire done, the work he thought- 
lessly demands from us at much greater cost. Even where 
the dealer or his regular employes have no mechanical abil- 
ity themselves, it is usually easy to find someone in their 
vicinity who can and will do the work at small expense, par- 
ticularly that of setting up machines. 

Make your agents self-reliant in this matter. Without 
arousing animosity, quietly, tactfully, yet persistently im- 
press this idea on every one of them. 

If you do not already know, then familiarize yourself with 
the most frequent causes of complaints or trouble with ma- 
chines in the field, and the proper remedy. On Mower Cutter 
Bars the guards often get out of line in shipping, or are some- 
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times bent in running against a stone or stump. If a single 
one of the guards is bent up it destroys the good cutting of 
the whole knife. The Knives sometimes get bent in shipping, 
or when replacing a broken section they are often left with 
short kinks in them caused by riveting on the section. These 
conditions cause complaints of heavy draft, neck weight, 
side draft, etc. Some think the frames are warped and 
crooked and the factory is to blame, or the tongue is not in 
the right position, or that they want a wide wheel on one side 
and a narrow wheel on the other to take off the side draft. 
They always try to fix the blame on some mysterious fault of 
construction instead of using common sense and putting the 
machine in proper adjustment. This company has spent 
thousands of dollars for sending experts to Mowers, Binders 
and Eakes only to find some little thing the matter which any 
man with intelligence could overcome if he wanted to, but 
instead he finds it easier to call for an expert and enter a 
complaint against the company that the machines are no 
good. The guards must be properly lined up ; the Knife cen- 
tered and in line with Pitman ; the clips properly set ; all bolts 
about the machine be kept tight, especially those on the gear 
bracket; gears be properly meshed, keep all bearings well 
oiled especially the Bevel Gear, Pitman and Crank Shaft, etc., 
etc. On the Binder a green hand will often fool with the 
Knotter, getting it out of adjustment instead of clearing it 
of paint and oiling it up. Every Piano Knotter is always 
correctly adjusted before it leaves the factory, and, if let 
alone, seldom requires adjustment thereafter. Study all these 
points. 

Instead of promptly sending an expert whenever demand- 
ed, if possible call up the complaining dealer by 'phone, ascer- 
tain the nature of the difficulty, suggest the remedy, explain 
your shortage of assistants, and induce the dealer to adjust 
the matter himself. Don't be too ready to send an expensive 
man to adjust ordinary difiBculties. Napoleon's method of 
procrastination will often save much needless expense ap- 
plied to this particular field. 

Acting on the ideas above suggested, one of our general 
agents last season cut down his field expenses nearly one-half 
even though this season was an unusually trying one. Keep 
this matter constantly in mind from now on to the close of 
the season.

Machines will be settled for at cash prices only where re- 
mittance is made on or before 1st, 1903, with op- 
tion of 1st, 1903, where necessary. (See Clause 11, 

Form 088.) 

All Divisions will operate under the same form of agency 
and other contracts and will be governed by the same net 
prices and terms. Under no circumstances make use of any 
other form of contracts, and where contracts have been made 
for 1903 you will have to rewrite them on the new blanks. 
Those contracts are not to be changed in any manner, except 
by use of rubber stamps, as we may furnish and instruct. Un- 
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der instructions of the Executive Committee you will send 
all contracts to this office for approval. This "will be the 
practice of all Divisions, as it has been the practice of this 
Division in the past. 

The above schedule of prices was adopted after the most 
careful consideration, and a thorough investigation into the 
increased cost due to high price of material, as well as in- 
crease in price of labor, has prevented the making of a still 
lower schedule. In the main these prices will be found to be 
even lower on the average than last year. We believe all 
agents will appreciate these prices, as well as the liberal form 
of Commission Agency Machine contract adopted. 

You will observe we no longer require agents to insure ma- 
chines for our benefit, assuming that burden ourselves. The 
pro rata feature of our old contract has been discarded, and 
we now propose to accept farmers ' notes, properly graded, to 
the full amount of the machine account. It has also been de- 
cided to abandon the net cash extra list. All repairs here- 
after, except obsolete pieces and those used only on out of 
date machines, will be carried by us on the commission list. 
This will relieve the agent of carrying such stock. The list 
price of our former net cash extras will be reduced sufficient- 
ly to meet outside competition. 

RETAIL PRICES. 

We are aware that many agents would be pleased to see us 
fix uniform retail prices. This question has had very thor- 
ough consideration and discussion, and though there are good 
reasons why this would be desirable, it has seemed obvious 
that, on the whole, it would be unwise, at the present time, to 
do so. Thus we shall avoid much discussion and some preju- 
dice that might otherwise occur. Paragraph five will disclose 
that retail prices are such as may be fixed by the company or 
its General Agent. Where agents ask an unreasonable price, 
or demoralize the business with a low price, we rely upon the 
General Agents of each Division exercising the necessary con- 
trol. 

SALAR,IED LOCAL AGENCY CONTRACTS. 

Salaried local agency contracts must under no circum- 
stances be entered into. If you cannot secure a regular and 
desirable agency, leave the field to those of the International 
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Harvester Company of America who are so represented. Con- 1 
tracts known as $2, $5, or sample room deals come under this 
head and must not he made. 

BONUS OR SIDE DEALS. 

This practice must be abolished. No contract that makes 
a provision of such nature will be approved. One sickle only 
is to be furnished with each harvester. No canvas covers are 
to be donated, neither will conditions permit allowing any 
sum for setting up machines. „ 

GENERAL POLICY. 

Contracts provide for exclusive arrangements. You must 
not interfere with the organization of the other Divisions; 
even though you receive an unsolicited application for the 
Agency of Deering machines from an agent of some other 
Division. 

Whenever a question arises regarding the change of an 
agent or the employment of a man with another Division, the 
matter should be taken up by personal interview with the in- 3 
terested Division's General Agent. If you have an agent who 
for any reason is dissatisfied and you are therefore unable to 
renew contract, and you believe he will be of value to another 
Division of the Company, we suggest that this information be 
conveyed to other General Agents. 

We expect to bring about a harmonious working organiza- 
tion among our General Agents and those of the other Divi- 
sions. Many matters of detail can by frequent conference, 
all having in mind the best interests of the new Company, be 
advantageously carried out.

Gentlemen : — 

In response to your request for a plan of organization for 
the SALES DEPARTMENT, 1 submit the following suggestions :

The above organization would thus complete the General 
Staff of the Sales Department. If the plan suggested meets 
with your approval, I shall be pleased to take up the question 
of appointments. 

I now review briefly the functions, scope and relation of the 
Departments : 
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ADYEBTISING DEPABTMENT: 

The Manager of this Department should have general 
charge, under the General Sales Manager, of all advertising. 
He should see to the preparation and distribution of the ad- 
vertising and should have assistants familiar with the dif- 
ferent lines of machines produced by the Company, who are 
competent to properly advertise them. All large contracts 
(not including printing) for paper stock, should be handled 
by the Purchasing Department. 

CREDIT DEPARTMENT: 

I here take the liberty of quoting liberally from Mr. 
Steele's suggestions to the Chairman, as outlined in his com- 
munication of the 16th. Mr. Steele says : 

" It is my impression that the establishment of a Credit 
Department presided over by a careful man versed in 
the Harvester business and knowing its peculiarities and 
dangers, as well as the dangers of being so strict as to 
unduly limit and hinder the Sales Department, would be 
advisable. * * * i gjiall suggest the establishment 
of a Credit Department, pure and simple, to pass upon 
agency contracts and upon the acceptance of paper, and 
to furnish such information to both the Sales and Collec- 
tion Departments as they shall require to handle them 
and to transact their business to the best interests of 
the whole concern. 

"I am under the impression that the head of this Credit 
Department should report to the General Sales Manager 
and should be independent of both the Domestic Sales 
Manager and the Collection Manager. In other words, 
there has got to be someone over the Credit Manager who 
will look at questions of difficulty from a broad and lib- 
eral standpoint, and, at the same time, perceive the dan- 
gers which would result from a wide-open policy. The 
General Sales Manager is naturally far enough removed 
from the details of the business to be able to direct the 
Credit Manager with authority, and for the best inter- 
ests of the whole business." 

Mr. Steele further says : 

"This I conceive to be one of the most important ques- 
tions to be decided in regard to the relations between the 
Sales and Collection Departments, and on this decision 
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1 rests to a considerable extent the successful conduct of 
the two departments." 

This Department is in thorough accord with these sugges- 
tions. The Credit Department should therefore consist of a 
Manager and Assistant, with necessary clerical force, and 
should have supervision over all credits, both agency con- 
tracts and farmers ' notes. 

STOCK DEPARTMENT : 

This Department should have charge of the ordering 

2 from the factories of machines, repairs and twine for ship- 
ments, and should keep the necessary ledger showing the sup- 
ply of machines, twine, etc., in each General Agency. 

EECOBDiNG DEPABTMENT: (Statistical) 

This Department should aim to supply and keep acces- 
sible the records of the entire work of the Sales Department, 
including all questions of organization, past business done, 
etc., in order that to as great an extent as possible the future 
may be judged by the past. 

3 

EQUIPMENT DEPARTMENT: (General Agency) 

This Department should have charge of providing suit- 
able buildings, warehouses, etc., for the General Agents. Con- 
sidering the outside storage problem, it will necessarily make 
this a very important field. 

Domestic Sales. 

The INSIDE ORGANIZATION foT Domcstic Sales would consist 
4 of a Manager, with one General Assistant; one Assistant (to 
be known as Division Manager) for each of the following 
divisions of territory: 

EAST 

SOUTH 

SOUTHWEST 

WEST 

NORTHWEST 

CANADA 

Each Division Manager for the United States should have a 
General Traveler for his Division; the Division Manager in 
charge of Canada to have two General Travelers — one for

Canada proper, one for Manitoba and the Northwest Terri- i 
tory. 
The OUTSIDE ORGANIZATION should consist of 
100 General Agents 
100 Assistant General Agents 
located as shown by map and list of towns submitted here- 
with. 

Each General Agent should have sufficient Blockmen to 
properly cover his territory, — probably an average of eight, 
and, as required sufficient canvassing help, — ^probably an 
average of not to exceed thirty. 

Each General Agent, Assistant General Agent, and each 2 
Blockman would be expected to take care of the general busi- 
ness of the five constituent companies, and would sell all lines 
of machines produced by the International Company. Each 
Canvasser and each Local Agent, however, would be expected 
to sell one line of machines only. 

I submit herewith a chart showing entire plan' of organiza- 
tion. Its operation is readily followed from the General Sales 
Manager through the various Departments to the Local 
Agent. 
I quote from Mr. Haskins' report as follows: q 

"Under this organization the business should average 
about $500,000, at each General Agency and the General 
Agent and his Assistant, who would be an understudy, 
should be very capable business men. All the first-class 
General Agents in the employ of the Company will be 
needed to man these positions, if, indeed there are enough 
capable men to fill them." 

Economy of the Plan. 

It would mean a saving over the present Domestic Outside 4 
Force of 

60 General Agents $ 120,000.00 

600 Blockmen 1,200,000.00 

2000 Canvassers 1,000,000.00 



$2,320,000.00 

I do not include in the above the saving in office force at 
General Agencies, or the eventual reduction in rents. We 
have now 260 separate headquarters. The plan as stated 
would gradually reduce the nunaber to 100. During the life 
of present leases the buildings would, of course, be available

1 for storage purposes. That such an organization would pre- 
sent many opportunities for economy is obvious. 

Time of Placing the Plan in Operation. 

I quote from Mr. Haskins ' report : 

"It will be necessary for the present Divisional Organ- 
izations to make the settlements for this season's busi- 
ness, which will probably take until about December 1st, 
at which time the new General Agencies can be organ- 

2 ized and started." 



Local Agents. 

T quote again from Mr. Haskins' report: 

"During the time of making settlements as many new 
contracts as possible will be made. It is expected to con- 
tinue as many of the present Local Agencies as will use 
up the good Local Agency material, and it is expected the 
good agents will from choice continue to handle the ma- 
chines they are now selling. The undesirable and un- 
productive agencies that have been maintained heretofore 
at the expense of the manufacturer will be dropped, thus 
reducing the total number of local agencies probably 
10%." 

Results. 

That the present plan of operating, with five Divisions un- 
der as many different managements, is wasteful, demoralizing 
and not conducive to pajdng results, is, after having a sea- 
son's trial, most apparent. The obliteration of Divisional 
lines (which have this year, and will continue to cause more 
or less feeling) is very desirable. As soon as each man in 
the Selling Department understands that he is working for 
one company, — and one company only, and is accountable to 
them, and he ceases to be watching and criticising other Di- 
visions, you will get better results. It is therefore the judg- 
ment of those responsible for sales that the plan submitted 
will develop an harmonious, effective working organization, 
and result in a larger and more profitable business. 
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FoEEiGN Sales. 



I submit herewith a very full report by Mr. Haney, as fol- 
lows: 

(For copy of Mr. Haney 's report on European business see 
original report on file with Executive Committee.) 

After very careful consideration of the Foreign problem, 
Mr. Haskins and the writer fully concur in the advisability 
of not disturbing the present organization for 1904. 

I agree with Mr. Haney that while upon the map European 
countries look like States, it must not be forgotten that all 
of the countries there have their own languages, laws, and 
customs, and in meeting the problem over there we are facing 
a different condition in each country. It would therefore seem 
to me wise for you to continue the present policy at least for 
another year. 

Mr. Haney 's recommendations regarding the Chicago or- 
ganization for this department have been duly incorporated 
in this report. 

AOCOXJNTING. 

It is assumed that the accounting and auditing will be taken 
care of in the Comptroller's or General Accounts Depart- 
ments. So important, however, is the whole question of ac- 
counting and auditing in the respective relations of these de- 
partments to the Sales Department as to warrant me in stat- 
ing that I shall be glad to offer suggestions when called for. 

Whatever the plan regarding accounting, I trust that there 
may be no unusual delay in the settlement of this important 
question. It is very desirable that the Comptroller and the 
Sales Department be placed in position to work together in 
the installation of General Agencies. 

Auditing. 

The Sales Department would recommend that the Auditor 
be directed to make such regular and frequent audits of all 
General Agency accounts as to prevent any irregularities. 
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Office Space. 

Sufficient office space for the Selling Department can be 
found on the first and second floors of the building at No. 7 
Monroe Street.

Q. Mr. Perrott, where do you reside? 

A. At Early, Iowa. 

Q. Have you at any time been in the service of the Inter- 
national Harvester Company of America? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Please state how long you were engaged by that com- 
pany and what your position was. 

A. From the organization of it — 

Q. That is, from the formation. 

A. From the formation, rather. 

Q. Of the International Harvester Company, in 1902. 

A. In 1902, yes. 

Q. Until the end of what season? 

A. Until November 25, 1912. 

Q. You were, then, for a period of ten years and longer in 
the employ of the International Harvester Company? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Had you been in the employ of one of the predecessor 
companies of the International Harvester Company? 

A. Y^ sir. 

Q . What comi)any ? 

A. The MoCormick. 

Q. Now, Mr. Perrott, what were your duties, or what was 
your position with tiie International? 

A. Until 1906 I was general salesman, canvasser, expert, 
and collector — everything that goes with that line of business, 
and from 1906 until 1912 I was blockman. 

Q. You were, then, from the year 1906 down to the time of 
your severance with the International Harvester Company, a 
blockman of that company, with headquarters at Fort Dodge, 
Iowa? 

A. No, I was blockman until May 25, 1912, and then I was 
put on as general salesman, until November. 

Q. For over six years, in any event, you were a blockman 
of the International Harvester Company? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Your duties as blockman were to make contracts for the 
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International Harvester Company with the implement dealers 
located in your block? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And you reported directly to Mr. C. A. Claypool, the 
general agent of the International Harvester Company at 
Fort Dodge? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Mr. Claypool was the official of the Harvester Company 
who gave you instructions as to the making of contracts for 
the different lines of goods manufactured by the Interna- 
tional? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I show you a letter on the letterhead of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Company of America, dated Fort Dodge, 
Iowa, November 25, 1911, addressed Mr. G. G. Perrott, Early, 
Iowa, and signed International Harvester Company of Amer- 
ica, by C. A. Claypool, General Agent, the same being Peti- 
tioner's Exhibit 284. Please state whether that is a letter re- 
ceived by you from Mr. Claypool about the time stated on the 
letter namely, November 25, 1911. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I show you another letter, on the same sort of letter- 
head, dated Fort Dodge, Iowa, February 3, 1912, addressed 
to you, with the same signature, and ask you to state whether 
or not that is another letter received by you from Mr. Clay- 
pool. 

A. Yes, sir.

We have been going along for a number of years 
with these agents on business covering commission lines only 
with the exception of an occasional car of spreaders sold to 
Bertelson & Glenny. Promises for business on the other lines 
have been plentiful, but as is usual in cases of this kind, have 
not resulted in increased business. It has, we believe, now 
reached a point where, if these two dealers will not take hold 
of our other lines, it will be necessary, for our own protection, 
to make other arrangements. 

We are reasonably sure it would not be very difficult to 
locate some one in both of these towns, who will give us a 
larger volume of business with the McCormick lines than we 
have secured. 

Now, Mr. Perrott, this is a very important matter and must 
be worked out now. There are other points on your block 
where conditions are as bad as they are at the two towns 
named. 

Do you know how many wagons and how many spreaders 
you sold the past year? The number is exceedingly small and 
the showing is very bad as compared with the other blocks. 
Something must be done and at once to improve the condi- 
tions.

The plan we suggest is to return to both of these 
points and take the matter up again with these agents, ex- 
plaining to them regarding the large line of goods this Com- 
pany is manufacturing and handling and the importance and 
necessity of our selling these goods. Let them understand 
that wagons, spreaders, tillage implements, cream harvesters, 
engines, and a large number of other goods in our sales lines 
are of more importance to us than commission lines of goods 
on which trade has been established for many years. Let 
them know that it is up to you to sell these lines in those 
towns. If they will not take on a sufficient quantity of these 
goods to warrant us in approving contracts we will be ob- 
liged to look around with a view to getting new timber into 
the business. 

With these old line fellows we have learned by sad experi- 
ence that promises amount to nothing and we can never ex- 
pect to secure even a fairly satisfactory amount of business 
from such dealers if we do not secure it now. If they cannot 
be lined up on these other goods, make it your business to 
camp at those towns until you can locate some financially re- 
sponsible party who is energetic and a hustler and who is 
anxious to work up a profitable business and arrange with 
him for the McCormick and kindred lines. At a mmaber of 
points we have this year, on some of the other blocks, already 
located a number of new dealers who are taking on our entire 
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1 line and who will push them. This matter should be given 
your immediate attention.

It is agreed that the letter of Cyrus H. McCormick, presi- 
dent of the International Harvester Company, to Charles J. 
Bonaparte, Attorney General of the United States, dated 
May 20, 1907, stated that the export business done in 1902 
by the five companies which went into the International Har- 
vester Company was $ . 



It is agreed that all statements called for from witnesses 
while on the stand and not yet furnished and incorporated in 
the record, shall, when furnished to the Examiner, be incor- 
porated in the record as a part of the testimony of the wit- 
nesses, respectively. 



It is agreed that counsel for the defendants will furnish a 
copy of the contract between the Parlin & Orendorff Com- 
pany and the International Harvester Company, and that 
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the same may be considered in evidence if counsel for the i 
Government be so advised. 



Mr. Grosvenor: Mr. H. M. Blake, sales manager of the 
Parlin & Orendorff Company, called as a witness by the de- 
fendants, has furnished a statement showing that the an- 
nual business of the Parlin & Orendorff Company with the 
International Harvester Company in each of the last four 
years has been about $500,000 per year, or about $2,000,000 
for the four years, such business relating to goods sold in 
Canada. Mr. Blake has also furnished a statement to the 
effect that the business of his company in plows amounts to 2 
something like 50 or 60 per cent, of the entire business of the 
Parlin & Orendorff Company. This statement is made in 
lieu of incorporating the letter of Mr. Blake in the record. 

Mr. Grosvenor: The petitioner offers in evidence, from a 
certified copy of the testimony in the suit of the State of 
Missouri against the International Harvester Company, the 
testimony of Cyrus H. McCormick relating to the Aultman 
& Miller Buckeye Company, as the same is indicated on 
pages 46 and 47 of said record. 

Mr. McHugh: The defendants object to the introduction „ 
of this testimony as incompetent, irrelevant and immaterial, 
for the reason that no foundation has been laid; upon the 
further ground that the Government of the United States in 
making its case and in putting in its testimony could have 
subpoenaed Mr. McCormick and placed him on the stand; 
and on the further ground that the testimony offered was 
given by Mr. McCormick while a witness called by the State 
of Missouri in the proceeding mentioned. 

Mr. Grosvenor: This testimony is introduced for the 
purpose solely of showing admissions, under the rule of evi- 
dence that admissions as to facts made by a party litigant in 4 
one suit may be shown in another suit where the same facts 
are also in issue; and in order to obviate the objection that 
the testimony is incompetent I offer in evidence, and ask the 
Examiner to copy into the record, the certificate attached to 
said testimony, showing that the same is certified to by the 
Clerk of the Court and by the Chief Justice of the Court. 

The testimony and the certificate so offered are as follows : 

"Q. Now what was the next company you took over? A. 
The next was the Aultman & Miller Buckeye Company, No- 
vember, 1905. 

Q. I will ask you if the International of New Jersey had 
any interest in the stock of the Aultman Miller Company 
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previous to November, 1905! A. Had not; only some of 
the stockholders of the Harvester Company as individuals, 
had loaned credit to Judge Vincent, from whom they bought 
the plant. 

Q. At the time you took over the Aultman Miller Com- 
pany, it was known as the Aultman & Miller Buckeye CoJ 
A. Yes, sir; that was formed by Judge Vincent. 

Q. In 1903, the Aultman Miller Company had failed? A. 
Yes, sir. 

Q. And Judge Vincent had bought it in at a trustee sale? 
A. Yes, sir; he did. 

Q. And the stockholders of the International of New Jer- 
sey had loaned Judge Vincent money to buy it in? A. They 
had loaned him credit. 

Q. They had endorsed for him at the bank? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. - They furnished him the means to buy in the property? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. So then Judge Vincent organized the Aultman Miller 
Buckeye as an Ohio corporation? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. In that corporation the stockholders of the Interna- 
tional of New Jersey were the controlling interest, were they 
not? A. I think they were. They were not stockholders, 
because they loaned him credit, they had no interest. 

Q. But the stock of the new company was put up as col- 
lateral for these notes? A. It may have been, I do not 
know. 

Q. Anyway the money that went into the reorganization 
of the Buckeye Company was from stockholders of the Inter- 
national? A. Yes, sir; obtained from them. 
. Q. It was in January, 1903? A. Sometime in 1903. 

Q. The Aultman, Miller Buckeye Company was continued 
through two seasons as their own business? A. Yes, sir. 

Q, Was that also necessary to collect the bills receivable? 
A. I don't recollect about the bills receivable. I think that 
was a plan made by Judge Vincent. 

Q. Any way, when it was taken over by the International, 
November, 1905, these stockholders who had advanced credit 
they got back, they were reimbursed, the company bought it 
for cash at the time. They were reimbursed? A. Yes, sir. 

Q. During these two seasons the Aultman Miller Buckeye 
Company was conducted as an independent company? A. 
Yes, sir; for the sake of furnishing repairs to the Buckeye 
machines furnished throughout the country, very few Buck- 
eye machines were made. 

Q. Who were these stockholders that advanced money or 
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credit to Judge Vincent? A. I think practically the same 1 
list, I read before, Mr. Glessner, Mr. Jones and one or two 
Deerings, and one or two McCormicks. 

Q. They were practically the same ones that had advanced 
the credit in all this stock purchased? A. With some varia- 
tions in amounts. 

Q. But were from the same list ? A. Yes, sir ; within the 
Board of Directors. 

Q. Of the American Company? A. No, sir; of the New 
Jersey Company."

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Mr. Grosvenor : Several days ago, during the testimony of 
Mr. Ranney, when he first appeared, I introduced certain ex- 
tracts from the testimony of Mr, Cyrus H. McCormick relat- 
ing to the Milwaukee option. I believe I stated at that time 
the purpose of the introduction of the testimony. If I did not 
state it clearly I wish to state it here : that the same was in- 
troduced not as independent evidence, but in order to show 
that conflicting or inconsistent statements have been made in 
regard t» the Milwaukee option by the defendant Interna- 
tional Harvester Company and its oflScers, and to that extent 
to discredit the testimony of the defendants in that regard. 

Mr. McHugh: It is understood that the objection stated 
above, to the introduction of the last testimony offered, shall 
apply to all portions of said record which have been offered. 

Mr. Grosvenor: It should also appear that those extracts 
were from the same certified copy as the extracts last above 
quoted. 

It is agreed that each party may. have the custody of its 
own original exhibits and supervise the printing of the same, 
the printing to be done as soon as possible, each side to fur- 
nish the other galley proof and page proof, as has been done 
heretofore. 

It is agreed that the cost of printing the record and the 
exhibits shall be part of the taxable costs in the case.

ALEXANDER LEGGE, recalled on behalf of the defendants

Mr. Grosvenor (interrupting) : I object to this as imma- 
terial; conferences between officers of the company are to 
have no bearing on the issues. 

Q. Well, was Mr. Claypool reprimanded? 

A. Mr. Claypool was reprimanded, and probably might 
have been dealt with more severely were it not for the objec- 
tion offered by yourself— Judge McHugh. 
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Cross-Examination by Mr. Grosvenor. 

Q. Mr. Legge, I showed you some circular letters yester- 
day, with which you are familiar, having attended the hear- 
ings, respecting the exclusive clause and the general policy 
of the company, those circulars having heen written to gen- 
eral agents. I called your attention to them yesterday. Did 
I ask you whether or not you have any circulars or written 
instructions which were sent out to general agents counter- 
manding or revoking any of the circulars which the Govern- 
ment introduced in evidence? 

A. I think you did ask me that question. 

Q. And your answer was that you have no such circulars? 

A. I think we have not ; I have not searched for them, but 
I do not believe any exist. 

Q. You referred to the introduction of the original ex- 
hibit. Petitioner's Exhibit 284, the letter of November 25, 
1911, which was introduced at Omaha. You were present 
when it was introduced? 

A. I was. 

Q. You heard Mr. Daniels ' cross-examination in regard to 
this letter? 

A. I did. 

Q. You heard him repeatedly refuse to identify the let- 
ter? 

A. I did. 

Q. How soon thereafter did you call in Mr. Claypool? 

A. I think it was during the intermission between the 
Wichita hearing and the Kansas City hearing. 

The defendants then rested, and this closed the testimony, 
except that the record is to be held open for the incorpora- 
tion therein of such documentary evidence as may later be 
furnished to the Examiner in accordance with the agreements 
and stipulations spread upon the record this day.
